Agricultoral depression in the eastern and 
midland counties of England prevails to an 
alarming extent.

The remains were those of 
an old lady who had been deaf and dumb for 
years, The mourners were all deaf and dumb, 
and the service was entirely conducted with 
deaf and dumb eigas by Mr. Stephenron, the 
Superintendent of the Deaf aad Dumb As- 
sociation. Hitherto the service ino similar 
cases has been conducted orally, and then 
interpreted. fy 

While some men were forming a new drain 
in London recently, a spade struck a tough 
substance, which, on being examined, turned 
out to be a large leather bag or trunk, con- 
taining 258 gold and silver coins, mostly of 
the reign of Charles I. There were also in 
the trunk several curious pieces of plate, 
among them being a reliquary containing hair 
and a goblet of peculiar design 
arein good preservation, but the bag had 
almost rotted away. 

An extraordinary epidemic is exterminating 
the deer in the Duke of Portland’s park at 
Welbeck. No fewer than 153 five creatures 
have perished within a few months. They 
are eaten up of intestinal paramtes. It was 
for a long time supposed that the disease waa 
caused by the wetness of the pasturage. But 
for two or three months the deer have been 
fed on land which is perfectly dry, and the 
disease continues as virulent and fatal as over. 
What is worso, the disease is spreading to 
other parts of Nottingham, — zs 

A Royal warrant has been issued [yer 
increased allowance to families of soldiers who 
are separated from their wives by the exigen- 
cies of servic’, Fourpence per day is alloted 
to the wife, and three half pen e per day for 
each child daring the separation of the hus- 
band from the wife for duty in the United 
Kingdom, If the soldier is ordered on active 
service, necessitating separation from the 
family, eightpence per day is allowed to the 
wite, and fourpence for each child. Half 
ithese rates is allowed to families accomodated 
in barracks. 

Mr. Thomas Burt, M. P,, has been sum- 
moned for nut having his son Walfrid, born 
August 21, 1879, vaccinated, The Maxis- 
trate, in the absence of Mr, Burt, ordered 
that the child should be vaccinated within a 
month. Mr, Burt was represented by his 
wife and Mr. Nixon. Mr, Burt has address- 
ed a letter to one of the borough Magistrates, 
stating that notbiog but strong and conacien- 
tious objections to vaccination would havo in- 
duced him to disobey the law, but he really 
holds that vaccioation is fraught with danger. 
He adds that bis wife is even more strongly 
opposed to vaccination than himeelf.

We bog.-to call your attention to some prac- 
tical suggestions, and commend them to your 
favorable consideration. 

The manufacture of cheese in now an in- 
dustry seiond to ponein Canada and the 
United States, and only by maiotaining or 
improving th» quality of the produot can the 
reputation already attained in tho British 
Markets be kopt up. From cearefal observa. 
tion mate by our Sonior while in Eogland 
duriog the past seven years, we have no 
hesitation in saying that the prejudice hither- 
to existing against Canadian and American 
Cheese is rapidly pssing away, and the Re- 
tailers or Jobbora in Kayland find it easier to 
convince the consumer that our product is 
equal, if not superior in many respects, to tho 
English Cheddar, Cheshire, or Wiltshire ; and 
this 18 4 proof that our Factorymen are find- 
ing out ery day tho wants of the Englich 
markets, We must make acheese to svit 
their tasteo—we must take the standard ot 
the Englishman, It is the highest standard of 
excellunoy that brings us the most money,and 
those men who are constantly dealing in the 
product of our Cheese Factories for English 
acconot are the most competent to deal with, 
We find on going through the country that 
evory producer of both Cheese and ‘Butter 
makes tho best (at least this is the opinion of 
many Cheese-makers). We have been toa 
great many Factorios in Canada and in the 
States, when each maker informed ua he made 
the finest Cheese, Herays he mado a splen- 
did article, but when experts inspect them 
they do not agree with him. Now ths high- 
est standard of Cheess and the quality that 
brings the most «money is the Cheddar 
Cheese. We were fortunate in being awarded 
atthe /nternational Dairy Fair held in New 
York City in Dosmbor 1879 the Sweep 
stake Priv of $100 for the best Cheese 
made anywhere—anud carried it off with 
Canadian  heese made on the Cheddar 
plan—-and when we mention the fact that in 
the competition were the first prize Ch-ese 
from every State in the United States ani 
some of tho last lots of Cheese made on the 
Contivent of Europe, it should be concluvive. 
We were alwo awarded the first and second 
prizes for best Cauadian—all of which were 
Cheddar Cheeso This should be «evidence 
enough, Cheexe makin. is not indulged in 
for pleasure ; it is hard work, aud the men 
who are engaged in it and who prove them- 
selves good ‘ heese-makers should receive « 
good compensation for it, Those wh» please 
will get it, and to gain this end you must 
mak« by the  heddar system. If we hala 
market hee that could consume our entire 
production then, perhap’, we might ecucate 
or change the tastes of the people, but io 
order to dispose of our surplus stock we are 
dependent on England, and this is clearly de- 
monstrated by the fact that during the past 
year over one buadred and sixty-six mi tion 
(166,000,000) pounds ot Cheese went abroad 
from the Vontinent, of which over thirt, -two 
million (32,000 000)p0unds were trom Canada. 
There is a geveral complaint tiat cur early 
Cheese are too hard and dry, and do not 

sbow sufficient quality. Evorybody do-ires a 
rich, meliow chvese at ali seasons of the year, 
and it shoul be the aim of our Ch ese-makers 
to meet thattastein the manufacture of a 
suitable class of goods, We know that some 
baye advocated making skim milk cheese, or 
partly skimmed end putting the remaicder of 
the cream into bu'ter, and while we dont 
wish for a moment to question the quality of 
Creamery Butter over that made in a dairy, 
we ‘hink it would be better if each Fastory 
would confine themselves to cne thing or the 
other—make all Butter, or all Chve’e, and let 
the heese be of tirst quality. Our advice is 
keep up your reputation and avoid skio med 
milk cheese. Ths cheese eaters of Kngland 
do not like hard dry cheese, but something 
that is palatable. We will tak» the liberty 
of explaining what. the trade requires, and 
what, in our opinion, is wanted to combine in 
early cheese the essential qualifications neces- 
sary to establish for it a name aeoond to none 
in the English market : 

1. Use plenty of rennet, sufficient to pro- 
cure perfect coagulation from the time the 
rennet is added, at longest say for May 
Cheese 12 to 15 minutes, that is, that the 
ourd be sufficiently firm to cut in at longest 
half an hour. 

2 Draw the whey immediately on the ap- 
pea ance ot the slightest acid, stir and pe up 
the curd and keep it warm uoatil sutticient 
acid has been developed; bat during the 
months of June and July, and even up to 
September, draw the whey before the acid 
appears and put into curd, siak and stir a 
few times until the acid is sufficiently devel- 
oped, thus giving you a firmer texture, and 
besides the whey draws better in the sink 
than in the vat. 

3 Use 2 to 24 Ibs. salt—not more—per 
1,000 Ibs. of milk, and get to press warm. 
Use the best salt, ‘HIGGINS’ EUREKA,” 
which is to be obtained from Messrs, Verret, 
Stewart & Co., Montreal, who are sole agents 
for the Dominion. 

4. Be sure and keep up a aflicieat tompora- 
ture in the curing-room, 75 deres will not by 
too much for early cheese, 

5, During the heated term be sure and keep 
the temperature as low as possible, Do not 
raise the heat in cooking aboye 98 dogrees, 
and we think at 98 degrees the rennet will 
act better than at 96—if you go above 98 
degrees you generally got a dry cherse, aud 
dry, bigh-ecaliled cheese is just as difficult to 
voll as that made from skim milk. We have 
frequently beard it seid that high-scalded 
cheese will improve, but our oxperience of ten 
years past is the opposite, 

6. Nites sond any poor cheese with the 
good ones except uader a different brand, as 
it only ivjores the reputation of your Factory 
and gives Canadian cheese a bad name, Again, 
badly fitting boxes often cause them to saffor 
considerably in transit, also irregular or un- 
even shapes in any Factory generally reduco 
the price from %, to 4s, porowt., or go. to 
lo, por lb., less thon those packed in boxes 
of one uviform sive and Cheddar make, 

7. Take either white or colored, as palo or 
straw are not much wanted. 

8, When making colored choose, be sure 
and have them separately marked so that they

A long disouasion took place on tho ques- 
tion whothor the Mayor had power to calla 
meoting to consider a question other than 
that specified in the requisition— Ald.

The question was referred to the Solicitor, 
who gave it as his opinion that the Mayor 
could call a special meoting of the 
Council at any time to consider any eubject 
which he thought affected the interests of tho 
city. 

The Mayor said that he thought

should be taken up first, and called upon 
Mr. Marsh to make a statement of his posi- 
tion, 

Mr, Marsh said he had been running tho 
road of late at a loss to bimeelf, It had al- 
most impoverished him. He had made offers 
to several parties for the disposal of the road, 
offering the property at an advance of only a 
few huddred dollars over and above the mort- 
gage on it; but he could not effect a sale on 
even these conditions. Hethen found that 
ho could remove the road on somewhat favor- 
able conditions, but it appeared now that he 
could not do so without the consent of tho 
Council. He thoughtit unfair that he should 
be compelled to operate the road at a loss to 
himself. Hoe was quite willing that a teat of 
the paying capacity of the road should be 

e, and he would offer the road to 
the city for a period of three months to be 
operated asa test. He found since he had 
returned from Winnipeg, that he had been 
losing at the rate of $4 to $5a day, and he 
‘had become thoroughly disheartened. Bofore 
he went to Winnipeg, ra said, he had been 
advised by a solicitor that he had power to 
remove the road, and he did not wish it un- 
deratood that in expressing his wish to remove 
it he waa trying to coerce thecity, He really 
did not see what benefit the road could bo to 
Belleville. Ifthe city prevented him from 
taking up the rails, tho city certainly could 
not use them, and they would lie where they 
were, a#ource of annoyance and obstruction. 
If he was allowed to remove the rails he pro- 
mised to leave the street in as good condivion 
ashe foundit, He gave it as his opinion 
that it was premature to build a street 
railway here, where there was very little 
floating population, and pointed out that the 
treet railways in Kingston and Ottawa had 
not been paying investments. Ho con- 
cluded by requesting the Council to allow him 
the privilege of removing the rails of the 
Btrect railway, providing that ho leave tho 
street in good condition. He said, in addi- 
tion, that if any person in the city wishod to 
purchase the road he would dispose of it ata 
very low rate. 

Mr. Lake (from among the auditors) stated 
that he had offered to loase the road at 6 Ler 
cent, on the mortgage, provided it was put in 
ropair, [The mortgage amounts to nearly 
$7,000. } 

Ald. Starling moved, seconded by Ald. Dia- 
mond, that the quostion of the Street Railway

ELOPEMENT EXTRAORDINARY 


A Marricd Woman of Montreal 
Goes off wit a‘ HMandsomer 
au. 


She Takes $3,800, Othor Property and 
Her Children With Hor, 


THE RUNAWAYS FOUND IM BELLEVILLE: 


Asensation of no small magnitude was 
created in town yesterday evening by the 
announcement that a married woman of 
Montreal who, about six weeks ago, desert- 
ed her husband, taking with her a large 
sum of money and her two children, had 
been discovered with her paramour in 
Belleville, and that the *‘ handsomer man” 
in the case had boen arrested, Eaquirios 
at the police station developed the fact that 
the rumor wax well founded, and that the 
person indicated was there incustody. The 
prisoner is a young man nawed James 
Jameson, one of two brothers, who 
came to Belleville about the 17th of April 
and onthe 19ch of that month rented o 
atore on Front Street near the upper bridge, 
in which they commenced business in the 
boot and shoe business, at the sign of the 
‘burning boot."’ The brothers appeared 
to be well furnished with capital; they 
epened with a good stock, advertised ex- 
tensively, and seemed live and energetic 
business men, determined to carry ona 
successful trade. 

But few expected that the fine looking 
woman who was supposed to be the wife of 
James was in reality the spouse of another 
man, but such haa proved to be the case. 
The husband of the erring woman—Mr, 
James Wells, a stevedore of Montreal— 
whom she had deserted some weeks ago, 
arrived by yesterday morning's express,and 
within afew hours of his arrival James 
Jameson was lodyod in tho colle at the 
charge of the enraged husband. 


THE HUSBAND'S STORY. 


Mr. Wells was soon atthe store of Mr, 
W. Y. Mikel last night by a representative 
of this journal. He is a man of apparently 
forty years or upwards,short in stature and 
heavily built, well dressed, and ordinary 
in appearance. He conversed freely on 
the subject, saying that in August,1866, he 
was married in Montreal to Mary McAdam 
daughter of aScotch doctor,by whom he 
has two children, namely a irl of 13 and a 
boy of 4 years of ays. Thoy had not for 
some years past liyed happily, the wife being 
too “'fast,” as he expresses it, to suit his 
ideas—that is,he suspected hor of ivtidelity 
to her marriage vows. In November last 
she became acquainted with Jameson, who 
was brought to his place by a nephew, and 
being in a destitute condition, Wells allow- 
ed him to sleep in the barn at nights,giving 
him work at the unloading of several ves- 
sels and fitting him out with clothes. After 
the close of navigation at Moutreal Wells 
went to Portland and worked there for 
three months, and during this absence it 
was, he says, that Jamyson becains too 
intimate with his wife. About tho 9th or 
10th of April the youngest child was soizod 
with diphtheria, but after three or four 
days the crisis passedand Mra. Wella, urg- 
ing that it was necessary that the child 
should be taken tu the country to recover, 
obtained the consent of her husband to 
allow her to takethe children to Caughnaw- 
aga for a few days, to visita friend thoro, 
He readily consented, accompanying them 
to the boat, and on parting his wife told 
him to be sure and meet her at Bonaven- 
ture depot on Sitnrday ovening following, 


He kept the appointment, but Mra Wells 
did not. This, lhe says, did not excite 
his ovaptoions, but on the Monday 


moroing he went to Lichino and 
there met the woman living at Caugh- 
nawaga whom his wife had said she 
Was going to visit. Inquiring after his 
wife and children,he was surprised to learn 
that they had not been at that place, and 
immediately started in pursuit. The 
fugitives ho traced to Valloyfield, but there 
the clue was lost and he returned home, 
satistiod that his wifo had gone to New 
York, whither, he says, she had frequently 
threatened to go. Two weeks ago, he 
atates, he heard that Jameson had been in 
Montreal purchasing boots and shoes, and 
that he had been boasting in a hotel of the 
great match he had made, in having mar- 
ried a woman with money. Strongly sue- 
peoting that it was his wife who was meant 
Wells managed by stratagem to procure 
information as to Jameson's whereabouts, 
and so came here. Mr. Wells saya he does 


est | not care for the woman, but ho wants his 
a0 | children, money and property that he al- 


| leges hia wife nas stolen from him, The 
money, he says, consiste of $3,800, a legacy 
as to which he did not give particulars 
further thanto say that he gave his wife 
power of attorney to uso what of it was 
needed, Tho property alleyed to have 
been stolen was a piano which Wells says 
was obtained by his wife by the simple 
stratagem of having it bent tu: a dealer to 
be tuoed, but which was torwarded to this 
place. This eyent occurred about a week 
before the pretonded trip to Caughnawaga. 
Tho injured husband talked calmly and 
collectedly as a rule, but at times became 
vory passionate and threatened all the von- 
geance that the law would give him.

THE PRISONER JAMESON, } 


When interviowod this morning in his coll 
at the police station, ho expressod the ut- 
most indignation at his arrest, for which, 
ho declared, ho would wake some one suffor, 
Iie declared that he did not oven know 
what he was arrestod for, no warrant hav- 
ing boon shown him. ‘Tho charge of having 
been implicated in any theft or embezzle- 
ment he denied »mphatically, saying, con 

temptuoualy, that it would be hard to ateal 
anything from a man who had nothing to 
stool, Wells, ho said,ho had heard of as a 
drunken stevedore about Montreal, but was 
only very slightly acquainted with him. 
Whon interrogated with respect to his re- 
lations with Mrs, Wells ho rofused to answer 
definitely—moroly saying that if they could 
prove that he was running away with her, 
because be was on the samo train with her 
(and a hundred other women) they were 
at liberty to do so. Finally, ho expressed 
his firm determination to bring the law 
against those who imprisoned him ou a 
falso charge, and also assorted that he 
would remain in business in Bellevillo— 
“for twenty yours,” he said—in spite of 
this affair, 

BEFOK THE MAGISTRATE. 


The case camo up for trial before the 
Police Magistrate this morning. The spsc- 
tatora’ benches were crowded with the usual 
Police Oourt frequenters, who expectod 
some spicy dotails, Messrs. RK. C. Olute 
and S, B, Burdett, appeared for the pro- 
seoution, and Messrs. G. D. Dickson and 
E. McMahon appeared for the defence. 

The prisoner was arfaigaed on a charge of 
haying feloniously stolen fram Jamea Wolls 
of Montreal, in April last, one piano, & 
set of china dishes,a table and other articles 
of household furniture. He pleaded Not 
Guilty, and made no election as to how he 
should be tried. 

The only witness callod by tho prosecu, 
tion was 

Curer McKinnon, who testified that he 
had arrested the prisoner on a warrant on 
the Ist inat., and yt searched the premises 
for alleged stolen goods, on the authority 
of a search warrant, He found the prisoner 
upstairs, over the sign of ‘f Lhe Burning 
Boot.” ‘There was in the room at the time 
a woman, who the prisoner said was Mrs. 
Jameson, and a little girl. The articles 
seized were identified by Mr. James Wells 
as his proporty. A watch and chain and 
locket were also found on the person of the 
prisoner afterwards, which the prisoner said 
were hia property, Mr. Wells identified 
the locket ashia own property. When 
arrested, Mr. Jamoson was in charge of the 
premises, apparently as proprietor. At the 
time of the srrest, witness asked prisoner 
where he came from, and he said from 
Newark, N. J., but also stated that he had 
been in Montreal. In reply to Mr. Olute 
the witness stated that in his opinion, an 
adjournment was necessary in order to ob- 
tain witnesses from a distance. 

The Crown Attorney, on bohalf of the 
Crown, and Mr. Clute on behalf of the 
private prosecutor, asked for 4 week’s ad- 
journment, 

Mr. Dickson protested against an ad- 
journment. It would be an ‘outrage to 
keep the prisoner in confinement for an- 
other week merely because the Qhief of 
Police had heard that further evidence 
could be obtained. 

The Magistrate said sufficient evidence 
had already been sdduced to justify him 
in remanding the prisoner. He would re- 
mand him for one week. 

Application was made by the prisoner's 
counse! to have him admitted to bail, but 
after some discussion the Magistrate refus- 
ed to accept bail.

I think I will haye to relieve him of that 
doubt, and [ think the decree I will have to 
make upon the evidenco will be to declare that 
heis marred. I have very great doubte 
whether the plaintiff will be benefitted by the 
result ot that decree, but according to the 
best conclosion I can coms to, [ think I must 
find there was such a transaction took place as 
amounted to a valid marriage. 

There is the common consent of all these 

arties that defendant was unwilling up to the 
fifth or mxth of July. He was unwilling to 
marry, and I think it may be admitted on all 
hands,also, that there was a sort of conspiracy 
among these parties to procure him to do 
what he ought to have done. It was a con- 
spiracy not to do anything wrong, but to com- 
pel defendant to do something that he ought 
to have done, and the only question is whether 
the acta of the conspirators were carried so 
farasto deprive defendant entirely of all senso, 
volition or,if they only went far enough to in- 
duce him to change hia intention, and to in- 
dicate a will to carry out the wish of the 
plaintiff aud to be married. Well, defendant 
produces the evidence of Carroll and the Wilds 
which seems to me very extraordinary, I oan- 
not uoderstand what reason Carroll or the 
Wilds could have had to do anything wrong 
or criminal for the purpose of getting defend- 
ant to do something right towards plaintiff. 
It was no interest of theirs, and it is evident 
there would not be much loss incurred by 
their living there for some time and the Wilds 
th-n would be conspiring to put in force an 
i}legel and a fraudulent instrument, well, 
there ia no reason assigned for that, 

It is not shown that tie plaintiff was brib 
ing him, that she had done anything to induce 
him to come to that conclusion,and if we sup- 
pose that Carro)l was influenced only by a 
friendly fédling towards plaintiff, we can 
hardly imagine that hw carried that friendly 
feeling so far as to induce him to do what was 
crimioal and wrong for the purpose of carry- 
ing it into effect, And equally so and to a 
greater extent it seems to me impnesible to 
suppose that the Justice of the Peace, Mr. 
Blair, was going to prostitute the functions 
of his office for the purpose of benefitting 
plaintiff. There is no suggestion that he was 
bribed by them ; no suggestion that there was 
any reazon for his doing anything out of the 
ordinary course, and it leayes it in a state of 
great doubt what relisnce oyght to be placed 
upon the evidence of these parties which 
would appear to lead to a conclysion of that 
kind. 

We have not had the ahyeninge of having 
Carroll and the Wilds examined personally 
here, and I do not know how their evidence 
might bave been modified by such examina- 
tion, bat at present I do not feel inclined to 
plice impicit reliance upon it’ and that I will 
allow it to be modified considerably by the 
case of the defendant himself, 

Mr. Blair’s evidence does not go to the 
length of saying that defendant was so in- 
toxicated as to be unable to understand what 
he was about. He said he was not too drank 
to get married, Supposing he was drunk at 
all, now a man may be drunk and yet hsye 
eonso enough to make a binding contract, and 
the utmost that coald be raid of it would be 
that it would be a voidable coatract, one that 
he might avoid by proceedings or resist the 
attempt to enforce, but which was also a con- 
tract that could be ratified and confirmed, 

Then defendant and plaintiff went to the 
Justice of the Poace themselves. 

The constable and Carroll certainly did not 
go into the office. They allowed these two 
to go into the office, and we have just hoard 
Mr. Blair's evidence gtating what took place, 
that he asked all the customary questions as 
to their place of residonge, and as to their in. 
tontions of getting married, and go on, and 
that he united them acoordiny to the laws of 
tho State. They then came out. 

Now it is hardly possible to corceive that 
there could be such o state of intoxication 
and auchacomplete annihilation of the will 
on tho part cf the defendant, that he could 
have gono into the Justice's ottice ; that he 
could have answered all these questions ; that 
he could have authorized the Justice to marry 
him and have made the necessary responses 
to the marriage coromony, and thou come out 
and go to Carroll's house, and all without 
knowing what ho was about. It is incredible 
tome. I do not believe it, 

And then there is some discrepancy in the 
evidence as to what took place at Carroll's 
that night, The plaintiff tells us they alept 
together there. I don't know that it is essen- 
tial to the merits of the case to determing 
that ono way or the other, but morely asa | 
question of evidence it tausefal to conmdor it, 

Tho dofendant sayait was not so at all and 
ho cannot te!l from his own recollection what 
took place, but he brings othora to prove ad,

The Coroner—What length of time does the 
certificate cover ? 

Witness—It covers a year from date of issue, 
if not revoked, The cortificate of the Victoria 
was dated May 22nd,1880. At that date the 
boat was partially inspected. Tho boiler was 
inspected on August 30. The certificate was 
not istued till October 8th, though it dated 
from May 22ud. I¢ran outon the 2?nd of 
May, 1881. The requirementa were not all 
complied with till October. 

Mr. Hutchinson—Then I suppose there was 
a breach of the lawin ranning the boat during 
last season. t 

Witness—Well, it was a breach in a cortain 
regerd. The law gives a rosonable time to 
boat-owners to complete their equipment. 
For instance, if they are doficient in life pro- 
servers, otc, 

The witness farther stated that he had not 
boen notified of alterations and repairs made 
to the boat last winter ; ho thought the boiler 
had been removed and an auxiliary engine 
added; owing to his not having been notitied 
of thoso alterations the owners of the steamer 
had no right to run her on the 24th of May ;

Leaving Mr, Brown's room (on the occa- 
sion of tho firat visit), a» largecorridor was 
trayorsod and a vory large, light, cheerful 
room —larger than many pub 
entered, This room is situated at the 
oxtromity of the wosterr wing of the main 
building, and is used as a sitting room and 
working-room forthe female inmates. At 
this time some fifteen or twonty girls and 
young women were seated at tables in dif- 
ferent parts of the room,busily engaged in 
sowing, some at machines and the majority 
by hand. Very contented and industrious 
they looked »s they plied their needles. Of 
course they could not sing at their work, 
but the expression of their faces showed 
that they would have done 60 had they been 
able. After the studies of the day are over 
all tho girls are required to receive instruc- 
tion in plain sewing or fancy work, and to 
many of them this knowledge is of greater 
value than that which they gain in the 
class-rooms. All the clothing which is re- 
quired for the inmates of the Institute, both 
malo and femalo, is made here, and all the 
mending is alao done in this practical school.

The Trenton Courier is gonorally wrong 
in regard to any public matter which it 
: presumes to discuss, and for the very good 
reason that its editor writes without tak- 
ing the trouble to procure the necessary 
information. An article headed ‘The 
Murray Canal,”’ contained in its last issue, 
is simply nonsense from beginning to end. 
It assumes that our statement that tho 
money voted by Parliament for the con- 
struction of the Murray Oanal and the 
public buildings in the city isa mere ex- 
couse, and remarks ; 


We aro alittle surprised at the boldness of 
the oxcute by the INTELLIGENCER, and the yal: 
libility of the Ontario in accepting it, We 
would like to know how it is that moneys voted 
at the same time fora Post Office and Light- 
house at the mouth of the Moira were not placed 
under the same restrictioas? The Post Office 
grounds have been purchased, the old building 
cleared away, andthe contract let if we mis- 
take not. The Lighthouse has been tendered 
for, completed aed accepted; why not the Mur- 
ray Canal? Wo fear it will have to be reserved 
asa rotten stick for 1883. 


In answer to these statements, it is oniy 
necessary to say that the appropriation for 
the site for the public building was made 
out of the funds for the year 1880-1 and 
that therefore the money was available 
when the site was purchased. Tho con- 
tract has not been let, the tonders having 
not as yet been asked for, and it is certain 
that no work will be done until the new 
fiscal year has been enterod upon, namely 
after the 30th inst., asthe « pprupriation 
is out of the funds of 1881-2, The Murray 
Canal is in the same condition precisely, 

whilst the erection of the lighthouse was 
' paid for out of a fund which is at the dis- 
posal of the Department for executing such 
small worksas may be nocessary from time 
to time. Had the writer in the Courier 
taken the trouble to ascertain the facts, 


' which he could have learned by roference 
to the eatimates and on enquiry in Belle- 
ville, he would have escaped the ridicule 
which attaches to his bluodering misstate- 

: ments, which commence with the heading

PI moto Ste Superintende.. nes = 08 
$100,000 would be expended” on the work 
this summer in buildings, machinery, roads, 
and other necessary improvements, before 
the whole stupendous work of gold minin 
from the drilling and blasting of the roo 
hundreds of feet below the surface of the 
parth, to the tine when through multifarious 
processes the bright, shining and precious 
metal is brought out in pure and sparkling 
‘dust’ or ‘‘bricks,”’ can be carried on as ex- 
tensively and scientifically as is proposed to 
be done at the Gatling mine. 

On arriving at the mine oyr party was cor- 
teously received by the Superintendent, Mr, 
Earnest Gaujot. a gentlema:,by-the-way, who 
is well qualitied to be at the head of such an 
enterprise, requiring as it docs at tho present 
time a great amount of practical ability and 
business tact, We were then turned over to 
the care of Capt. Wallace, who has charge of 
the mining operations, another thoroughly 
practical, courteous and obliging official, who 
invited us to accompany bim on an exploring 
exedition to the bottom of the mine, Ar- 
riving at the first level, 70 feet below the sur- 
face, we had leisure to contemplate the nature 
of some of the work that had been going on 
here for some months past. The shaft, which 
goes down almost perpendicular, is firmly and 
heavily timbered from the top to the bottom, 
The ladders are securely and permanently 
placed in position, and at the foot of each 
a firm Janding is built, so that in going down 
or coming up complete safety is secured. A 
‘skip’ railway will be used in future for 
carrying up the ore, (which is of course, 
greatly superior to the ordinary ‘‘ bucket,’’) 
and this is walled off from the ladders, there- 
by giving the greatest possible protection 
against accidents. This skip can be lowered 
to the bottom of the shaft, or loaded at the 
different levels at pleasure, and is supposed 
to take upaton of ore at each load. From 
the le¥Vel on which We were standing drifts 
run north and sof¥ia distance of 125 feet. 
The ends of these Grifts show veins of rich 
ore five or six feetin width and aboyt the 
same ioheight. Continuing downward, we 
soon reached the bottom of the shaft, 166 ft, 
from the syrfaceof the earth. Here again 
drifts run about north and south a distance 
of about 40 feet, showing veins as rich as 
those above. 

We next took a look throygh the old orash- 
ing mill, which is now undergoing a thorough 
overhauliog. Two new powerful air com- 
prossors have just been put in, anda practical 
machinist from the manufac urory,Now York, 
is at present engaged at putting them in posi- 
tion. These will furnish power enough to 
drive from four to eight drilla. The large 
iron pipes for vonveyivg the air from the on- 

ines to the shaft was purchased specially in 
Bagland some months ago, and is olready ia 
position from the mill to the bottom of the 
shaft. They have now four drills on hand, 
but will add more alter the work gota under 
way. ‘Lhe old crushing stamps formerly in 
use will be done away with, it being tho io- 
tention to substitute now roller crushers in- 
atoad. This building will in future be used 
entirely as « machine and workshop, in cop: 
nection with the shaft, and wil] be separate 
altogether from the machinery for oryshing 
purposes, which wjll be in the new building 
to be eroted, the boiler for which is already 
on the ground, , R : 

In reogord to the new buildings there will 
be oven more extensive operations than rumor 
stated somo time ago. In addition to the new 
orushing mill to be erected thore will boa 
store, now offices, and a small villago of cot. 
tages. This part of the work the Superinten- 
dlont expects to have complotod in September, 
and undor his kiad direction wo hal the op- 
portonity of examining the location of the 
different buildings. Evorything, wo may say, 
ia being laid out and done with a leading re- 
gard for stability and pormavenoy, and shows 
tho ovidonce of a mastor-hand that is guiding 
the work.

The Hospital Lot. 


The letter of Alexander Robertson, Eeq, } 
M. P. P., published in yesterday's issue, 
cannot fail to have a reassuring etfect in 
the minds of those who were of opinion 
that the Ontario Government were about 


to dispossess the Corporation of the hospit- 
al lot. The intentions of the Government, 
as expressed by the Commissioner of Crown 


Lands to Mr. Kobertson but a few months 


ago, are not likely to have changed withio 
so short a time, therefore without the con- 
sent of the Corporation the lot will not be 
disposed of. We trust, however, that, 
a proper understanding between the 
City Council and the members of the 
Woman’s Christian Association, will at once 
be arrived at, that the old hospital lot may 
be preserved for use as a park, and that 6 
public hospital and home for the friendles s 
may be secured. 


Quebec's Finances. 
The financial position of the Province of 
Quebec has for some yours past been highly 
unfavorable, and it is still far from being 
a good one, although the present Govern- 
ment have been able to improve the 
outlook toa small extent. Last year the 
expenditure was nearly half o uutlion of 
dollars in excess of the revenuy, und it is 
certain that thore will this yeur be svother 
deficit at least as Jarge; but vext ycar the 
Provincial Treasurer hopes to have « sur- 
plus, He calculates that the ordiuary 
revenue will amount to $2 745,095, und 
the expenditure to $2,733,958, which would 
give a surplus of $11,337 ; but the margin 
is a perilously narrow one, snd but little 
reliance can be placed on its realization. 
The income has this year fallen below the 
estimates in eoveral items, and shuuld it 
do the same during the coming year, the 
hopes of a surplus will be dashed. It seems 
quite likely that, unless the sources of the 
Provincial rovenue yield in the future much 
better than in the past, direct taxation will 
ere long have tu be resorted tu. Ontario is 
somewhat bettor off, but in this Province, 
too, the samo unpopular method of raising 
revenue seems to be inevitable. 


Tne Pacific Railway Syndicate. 

The Newmarket Era, although a Reform 
journal, does not, like too many of its con- 
temporaries on the same side of the politi- 

cal fenco, allow passion to usurp the place 

of reason. Its utterances are therefore, as 

a rule, entitled to respect, and carry with 
them a considerable amount of influence. 
The following sensible remarks concerning 

the Pacitic Railway appear in its last issue: 

“ The price at which the Syndicate is offer- 

ing the Company's lands in the North-Weat 
has had the effect of weakening some of the 
objections urged against the agreement sanc- 
tioned by Parliamont last session, for the 
conatruction of the Canada Pacitlic Railway. 
The recent large roductions made inthe 
rates of freight and passevger carriage on 
the road, will still further tend to popularize 
the Company’s action and at the same time 
contribute towards discounting the argu- 
ments made use of by those who sincerely 
voted and acted in oppurition to what thay 
conceived ty be ahuge monopoly. The 
Price now paid by the Syndicate for labor, 

in the construction of thoir railway, must 
force to the front auuther struug argu- 
ment in favorof the contention of the 
majority in Varlisment, regarding the coat 

of the construction of tho road itself. On 
thia point the Monetary Times, an inde- 
pendent commercial journal, referring to 

' the fact that the Pacitio Railway Oompany 
has offered $1.75 per day to laborers in 
Toronto to yo weet, saya “At this rate 

it coste more than ai acre of land to pey 
day's labor to wavy. The rise in the 
price of labor and of other things will affect 
the caleutstione of those critica who fan 
cied that the Syndicate would make untold 


millions outof their contract. This pro- 


Apective rise was one of the things againat 
which, as prudent mon, the Syndicate had 
to protéct themeelves."” Let us hope that

THR GROWTH OF LONDON, 

Tho growth of London the great is aston 
ishing. According to the recent cousus ite 
population is 3,814,571. The population 
in 1871 was 3,254,000. In 1861 the popu 
lation of London amounted to 2,803,989, 
Ten years later, Apri], 1871, the census 
showed the number of inhabitants to be 
3,254,260. This refers to the Motropolitan 
district, and not to the suburban district 
knownas ‘Greater London.”” The popu. 
lation of 3,814,571, as shown by tho presont 
census, lives on both sides of the Theames— 
extending along its banks from Woolwich 
up to Hammersmith and across its stream 
from Norwood to Hampstead—over 122 
square miles, an area rathor greater than 
a square of eloven miles to the side, On an 
average there are 31,226 persons to 4 square 
mile. Greater London, extending fifteen 
miles all around the centre, has 4,286,607. 

THE FISHERY DISPUTE.

Io conversation with a reprenoutative of 
the INTELLIGKNCER, yestorday afternoon, Mra. 
N. Jones, President of the Woman's Chriatian 
Association, repudiated the statement that 


tho Assooiation hat the slightost intention of 
acquiring the old Hospital Lot without first 
obtaining the consent of the City Counc iL 
The scheme of obtaining the lot, selling it, 
and applyit g the proceeds towarda the orection 
of a combined hospital and home oo & pite to 
bo purchased by the Ag ociation with funds 
which would-be raisod especially for that pur- 
pose, was, however, sho raid, no now schome, 
It had boen disoussed in the Asseciation for 
months—oponly discussed —and no effort bad 
boon made to cenveal it The Association 
were of the epinion that the City Council, in- 
stead of scoking to provent the achomo (ble 
being evwried ont, would be only to> willing 
to further it,'as (in the opinion of the Indios) 
it would be clearly to the advantage of the 
ity to reap all the advantage of having a hos. 
pital, without the troablo avd exp»nac of 
maintainiog and mavagiog it, The intention 
of the Association was to make it a county as 
well ay acity institution, and to secure ald 
from the Provincial Governmont as well, 
They intended to pettion the County 
Council for a grant towards the erection 
of the buildings, and to ask tho City 
Council for the oll Hospital Lot instead of a 
money graat, knowing woll that it would bo 
muoh more convenient for the city to grant a 
piece of property which was not yielding any 
revenue, than a considerable sum of ov ney, 
in the prosont stato of its finances, Those 
granta would, they considered, go a long way 
towards erootiog the building. and, with the 
aid of the grant from the Government (30 
ceata per day for each patiort), thoy hoped to 
be able to c»mmence the work of mvintaining 
and managivg it on a sound basis, Tho 
uchemo law not yot been given up, and hopes 
are yet entortainod that it will be carried out; 
but Mrs. Jones complayns that the City 
Council bas been unjustly projudiced against 
the Association on account of the erroncous 
idea that the Association wished to obtain 
possession of the old Houpital Lot by unfair 
and underhanded means—and that by reason 
of this unjast prejudice thoy will offer the 
achome au oppysition which they would not 
have dono if the Association had come before 
them with apotition, Thattne Association bad 
no intention of taking any action without first 
consulting the Coanoil, Mra Jones said, is 
roved bya playful little :omark made by 
Mr. John Boll (who is a.member of the Ad- 
visory Board) to one of the members of the 
Association some werks ago, ."'Now,” he

THE GANADIAN LEONIDAS 
UAVEILING THE DE SALABERRY MONUMENT, 


The Governor-General’: Address, 


The following is the reply of bis Excellency 
the Governor-General to the address presented 
to him at Chambly on tho 7th inst., on the 
occasion of thé unveiling of the De Salaberry 
monument : 


Accept my thanka for your address, which 
records your patriotic desire to honor in a be- 
fitting manner the memory ofa patriot, I re- 
joice to be able to take part with you io this 
commemoration of the service of a gallant 
soldier. We dre here to uoveil a monument 
dedicated to a mau who worthily represented 
the loyal spirit of bia age, That spirit exists 
to the full to-day, Should need arise there are 
many smong the Canadian nation who would 
emulate the example and endeavor to rival 
his achievements. This statue records a 
character typical of our countrymen. Con- 
tent with a little for himself—content only 
with gioatnees for hiacountry. Such was the 
character of Le Salaberry—such is the charac- 
ter of the Canadian to-day. At Chambly near 
the field of battle where he had the good for- 
tune tohave the occassion to manifest that 
valor, which was the proud traditioa of his 
race, we place, this statue, It is raised in no 

rit of idle boasting, but with a» hope that 
the yirtuea. shown of old may, uoforgotten, 
light and guide fature generations. Those 
virtues were conspicuous io this’ distinguish- 
ed man, whose military talents enabled 
him to perform bis duty with sigoal advan- 
tage tocurarms, In rearing this monument 
to him, let us not forget to pay,a pass- 
ing tribute to his brothers. Thoy, with 
him, in the hour of danger, took to the 
profession of arms, we may almost Pay, 
as apart of their nature. Three of them 
perished in upholding the hovor of that. fag, 
which is to-day our symbol of noity and froo- 
dom. In this fair region which was his home, 
4 contrast between cur times and those. in 
which ho Jiyed comes forcibly before us.

Broad Waggon Tires. 


AN INTERESTING STATEMENT ¥KOM ONE Wito 
HAS GIVEN THEM A THOMOUGIE TRIAL, 
A correspondent of the Chicago Vribunt 


says: Tam glad to sve your paper speak on 
the subject of broad tired waggons, I offer 
briefly my experience, which will apewor some 
(uosti ns ayked by your correspondents, We 
keep in repair a road three-fourths of a mile 
long, over which wo haul 80,000 tous yearly, 
besides a small amount of publiv travel. Wh le 
We used narrow-tired waggons, tho repairs cont 
ud $10) annually, aod the rond was bad fall 
and sprigg. Uur loads then weighed one and a 
half to two tons, Since we changed to broad- 
tires wo haul two or three tous with the same 
cave and amb’ oxponse for the trip, and the 
road is never bad, not in the worst weather, 
and the cost of keeping it in repair is not over 
$10 yearly. 

Our narrow-tired waggouy had an average 
life of two or three years, Our broad-tired 
wagons have ron three years and show no 
signs of failure, although they havo iron axles 
aod aro specially stroug and heavy. We can 
haul loads over moadoWs and lawns without 
doiog damage atany season Ino hauling loads 
over ploughed groand, we can haul more than 
double the load we used to with the narrow 
tir. s. 

Ifa new wagon is pecded 1t is best to have 
it male extra heavy and stropg, as well aw 
broa (tires ; end, while it coats say double tlie 
old style, it will saye to the owner, by carry- 
iog double the load, »nd not injuriog road or 
farm the extra cost each year. ‘ur tires are 
three-incb, which on moderately well drained 
land is broad enough ; four-inch tires are ouly 
needed on very sandy or very muddy bottoms, 

The best way to fit up an old waggon is to 
get new wheels throughout,even if the wagon 
18 old, for they will do for a new waggon when 
the old one is gine. To simply ut broad 
felloes and tires on to old wheels is not to 
increase thy general strength of the waggun, 
and the ownor fails to get the strength nec- 
eveary for the doubly heavy load which his 
team can easily haul on the broad tires 

I am alyo one owner of a sawmill in a 
neighboring state. Last year we bought sets 
of new broad-tire wheeler, and put on our old 
Woggons to haul our lumber over the three 
tniles of sandy road lying between the mill 
and wharf ‘The result was that, while we 
paid by the trip, one team took 900 feet of 
green lumber at a load instead of 600, at the 
same price, and just as easy, and kept the 
road in such good condition that the repairs 
cost almost cothing. The saving to us on 
each waggon per month was $11.22, which 


‘would very soon pay for the wheels, 


1 would aot advise reducing the sizs of the 
wheels, for thé largor the wheel the eavier it 
surmounts Ba obstacle, One who has not tried 
it can hardly believe how heavy a load a team 
will baul on a broad-tire waggon. We have 
hauled on agood dirt road, already worn smooth 
with broad tiresjaud having several rather 
easy grades, a steam boiler weighing five tons 
with a single team weighing 2,700 pounds on 
ooe of our beavy iron axtetree, broak-tire 
waggons (tires, three inch). Such a load could 
not be moved on an ordinary waggon at all, 

Now as to cost. The witgoril speak of has 
two and three-fourth inch arms, and weighs 
With box 1,360 pounds, and cost in a common 
waggon-maker’s shop $135. It will last 
twenty-five years if kept painted and shelter- 
ed, though in constant use, It would Jast 
the ordinary farmer forty ane or a lifetime, 
Three years’ use of four of these waggons has 
not cost us anything for repairs save painting. 
They are too strong to break, Once again to 
farmors ; Buy new wheels, very strong and 
heavy, with httle or no dish; put thein on 
your old waggons, and you will never buy any 
more wheels while you live. When your old 
Waggon wears out baye a new one,made twice 
as strong and put these wheels onit, and you 
will never live to sec it worn «ut if properly 
cared for, If you are to buy a new waggon, 
here are the sizes :—Take iron axles by all 
means, with 24 to 2/ arms, 24 inch spokes, 
3 to 4 inch tires ; bent fellocs, } inch narrow- 
er than tire; hind wheels only four inches 
higher than fore wheels. On this waggona 
good 2,400 pound team on a fair road will 
bardle easily two or three tons for long dis- 
tances if no steep hille, and you may venture 
four tons for short hauls. The waggon iteelf 
will weigh 1,300 to 1,350 pounds, but your 
team will never feel the extra weight, for it 
moves on the surface and not from one to four 
inches deep in mud, ; 

The reason why so much heavier loads can 
be hauled on broad tires is not alone becaase 
the tires do not cut down ; thery is another 
advantage equally great: Look at au old nar- 
row tire and you will see that in wearing off 
at the corners it bas acquired a round Surface, 
ds though made of haif-round iron. Now 
when the wheel approaches a rat it tends to 
slide in and tips the wheel on the axle, caus- 
ing friction on the end of the axle, and not 
on its whole length, which makes it turnjvery 
hard, You will always notice your team 
pulling harder when your wheels are trying 
to slide into a rut and can't yet there, A 
broad tire always has enough flat surface, 
even when well worn, to stand up equare and 
turn ovenly on the arm. ‘Lhe use of broad 
tires in cities I need not sposk of, as they are 
pow so common, that every one can see ta a 
demonstration. I would agree to furnish all 
the wagons for any city or state, free of 
cost, if L could be guaranteed the amount of 
mouey iayek in repairing streets and the 
extra price of the greater weight hauled at 
each load by using broad tires, and would 
pay a oqo aettn for the monopoly.

The Influence ot Grass Oulture on 
the Growth of Cereals. 


‘Vo the attention given to the pasture lands 
of Eogland is to be attributed much to the 
grain producing capability of hor soil. The 
Amoricans aro also boginniog to profit by her 
example, A writerin the Prairie Marmer 
urges hig readers utrongly to increase the 
area of their pastures aud to sow a judicious 
selection of grawes *s the bost means ot 
preventing the impoverishing of tho soil. He 
Baye : 

Yer he vast increase of manures (if ted on 
the farms), which will result from the con- 
symption of thix augmontation of the herbage 
{jrasgos must wondorfally increase the produc- 
tion of the coreals. Millions of dollars will 
be thus added to our income. Tho influence 
of grass culture on tho growth of cereals is 
vory strikingly oxemplified by a comparison 
of the agricultural statigtics of France and 
England. France has 53 per cont. of its 
cultivated area under cereal caltivation, while 
England has but 24 por cont, Those who 
read this statement for the first time will bo 
ayurprised td Joarn that notwithetanding this 
disparity botwoon tho aroas of tho grain lands 
in the two countries Eogland produced five 
aud one-vinth bushels of grain for every in- 
dividual of hor population, while France only 
produced five aud a-half bughole for overy in- 
dividual of hora, Thus with loss than one- 
half of the proportional aroa under cultivation 
Kogland produces within soven-cightoontha of 
@ bushel por head of what France does,”

Green Manuring. 


The advantage of introducing voyetablo 
material into the woil in gotting to be mow 
aod more understood, and it lias not one or 


a few, but many advantages—furnishiog man- 
ure which it ots trom the soil and tho air, 
secunipy moistire and reduciog the harsh 
clays to uw mellow condition. It may be so 
managed whore tho soil is to be built up, as 
not t» interfere mach ‘the ususl course of 
cropping, by sowing some rich, strony grow- 
ing plant, like the poa or rye, or both imme- 
diately after the spring crop is removed. It is 
beat to follow an early harvested crop, like 
wheat or rye, with peas to be ploughed under 
and the grouud at once sown to rye to be 
turned down after having made some growth 
in the spring, varticalarly where a late crop 
like coru or millet is to follow, scouring thus 
& good growth of the rye, ‘I’o plough down a 
young, tender growth, ia to yet tho benolit at 
once by the spcedy docay, avd to a larger ex- 
tent than is bindally supposed. This I know 
from ropoated oxperie ce aud the experience 
of others, aud I therefore urge farmers, as I 
havo heretofore done, to test the matter and 
do it fairly, remembering that tho benefit 
from working the soil, aud the fermentation 
of the groen material and other effects of the 
summer heat, pay for the expense of seed and 
labor. 

The objection to greeu manuring where the 
soilis much reduced is the time consumed, 
usually a year, losing thus the uss of the 
land. This can be modified so as got to inter- 
fere with the usual cropping, by aiding the 
green crops (sowa immediately after the grain 
crop is remoyed) by some fertilizer, which need 
not cost much,as only a short growth is made, 
Thus plester on poas, a bushel per acre, is an 
expense hardly noticeable, yet it bas a won- 
derful effect in pushing forward the plant. 
Two full crops grown thus io a season, turned 
down, rotted, and well mixed with the soil, 
will bring up poor land 0 as to produce a 
profitable crop, of almost any kind,and excel- 
lent for seeding dewn. I have treated parts 
of fields (barren knolls) in this way, with in- 
variably the same gratifying success. This 
conflicts somewhat with Mr. Stewart's state- 
ment that ‘itis hopsless to try to briag up 
a poor soil into good condition, by green 
maouring, in one year.”’ Without the aid of 
some fertilizer, this is trac, But the cost of 
the manure necd be very little, asin the case 
of plaster on peas, two crops of which in a 
season will put the land into a condition for 
sowing winter grain in the. fall, with the 
reasonable assuraaco of a fair to good crop. 
Clover may be sown in the spriog, followed 
by plaster, with exce'lent results, the clover 
yielding well and improying the soil, which 
will farther produce one or two paying crops 
without other manuriog. Pla’ter must be 
applied immediately after the seed is sown, in 
all cases of greon manuring, and especially 
where a short growth, in a short time, fs to 
be made, as when stubble is sown ofter the 
spring crop ia removed, If delayed, there 
will be little, if any benefit. 
if used, should be spplied and harrowed ip. 
This favora (which is a0 much wanted) im- 
mediate effect, go as to get all the possible 
growth in the thortest time. Aa it is, there 
will be some strength of the manure left in 
the soil, which will #erve for the noxt growth, 
Of course there is to be no deep turning under 
of this énrichéd upper soil, but the atrength 
kept at the surface as much as can be, It 
will find its way down fast enough. If green 
manuring had no other benefit, that of work- 
ing the soil would alone be a full compensa- 
tion for all expense. But the growth turned 
down, little as it may seem, has a decided 
effect. —Country Gentleman.

‘he Nova Scotia Coal Trade. 


We commend to those who have been 

professing to consider the coal duty a use- 
less incumbrance to trade, and of no benefit 
to thecoal mining industry in tho Maritime 
Provinces, the following, from the Halifax 
Evening Mail :—‘* When the Uniced States 
imposed a duty of $1.25 a ton on Nova 
Scotia-coal, the result was not an immedi- 
ate stoppage of the trade, or even a rapid 
decrease of it. In 1865—the year before 
the duty was put on—we sold 465,000 tons; 
in 1866 we sold 404,000 tons; the next 
year 338,500 tons,and so on until in 1880— 
when,—with only a 75 cent a ton duty 
against us —we sold only 123,000 tons. The 
average yearly decrease it will thus be seen 
has been only about 19,000 tons a year,but 
no man with a particle of common sense or 
common honesty will pretend that the 
United States coal duty has not been a 
serious blow to our coal mining intereste, 
and has deprived them for all time of what 
was formerly their largest market. In 1878 
we sold 83,740 tons of coal in the Upper 
Provinces, being about # third of what we 
sold there five or six years previously. In 
1879 we sold 154,118 tons in the Upper 
Provinces and in 1880 239,091 tons. Here 
is an ayerage annual increase of no less than 
78,000 tons ss sgainstan average annual 
loss caused hy the United States tariff of 
19,000 tons, Yet we will hear men deplore 
the United States duty on coal as a great 
calamity, and at the same time profess to 
believe that the Canadian duty is no good ! 
The truth is as shown by the above figures 
that the Canadian coal duty ia just four 
times more beneficial than the United States 
daty was injurious.” :

Mackenzie's Uxbinet, is to be believed, the 
doubts as to Mr. Mackenzie's sincerity 
were fully warranted; for in a speech 
which he made at River John, Pictou, on 
the 6th inst., Mr. Jones is reported am say- 
ing :

Nothing more damaging to Mr. Mackonzie 
could have beeh said, oven’ by his bitterest 
enemy.

‘Yhe Midland Bievator 


On Thursday last, at the invitation of 


Mr. Goo, A, Cox, Manager of the Midlaud 
and Grand Junction Kailwaye,a large num- 
bor of prominent businoss won of Peter- 
borough and Toronto visited Midland 
; Vity to inspect the work on the large grain 
elovator which the Midland Railway Com- 
pany is building there, Tho Peter borough 

Review ives a lengthy account of the pro- 
ovedings and details as to the work, frem 
which we extract the following : 

Daring tho winter and this spring, 
Midland’s long talked of elevator had been 10 
course of progress,and may now be said to be 
almost an accomplished fact. A large and 
vory substantial wharf has boon comploted, 
and on the day of our visit the finishing 
touches were being put to the foundation for 
the elevator by the masons, A good deal of 
trouble has boon ox, orlonced in securing « 
foundation for the great weight that will re- 
quire to be carried, The Midland elevator, 
as now being erected, will havo a capacity of 
250,000 bushels, or rathor bettor than double 
that of Port Hope,and also double that of the 
one atColling wood, It will be 105 fect long by 
60 feot wide, and will be 110 foot high, with 
a tower 22x23 feet, and 135 feet high. To 
support this immense structure and it4 con. 
tents 66 pillars or small piers have been built. 
As the bottam proved soft, nine immense 
piles have beon driyen down so long as it was 
possible to drive them for the foundation of 
each pier and upon these, from six inches 
below low water level, immense blocks of 
stone have been bnilt until the preper level 
has been reached. 

Besides ein the foundation aboutcomplet- 
ed, the timbor for the elovator is also nearly 
all framed, and it is expected that ‘tho rain 
ing,” will begin on Monday, the 20th inst. 
Unlike the elevator at Port Hope, the one at 
Midland will have a frame all the way up,the 
bins being built the dame as at Port Hope 
(namely strip house fashion) invide of the 
frame, By doing this the building will be 
very much strengthened, while the shrinkage 
of the lumber will in no way affect the elevat- 
ing machinery,’ In fact every prevaution 
‘seems to be taken to render this elevator 
perfect in every respect, and ove to which 
lshippers can resort with every confidence, 
As its officiency lies at’ the very foundation 
of the Midland grain trade, to) much care 
cannot be displayed with regard to it, and it 
jmaat have boen very re-assaring to Mr. Cox to 
find that everything that had been done and 


avd was doing received the universal sppro- |! 


val of the many competent judges which the 
party contained. That the elevator will find 
plenty to dosoon after it is completed, no one 
seemed to doubt. Already, for next winter, 
Mr. Cox has an offer, from a ‘Toronto gentle- 
man to fill it brim full of grain at the close of 
navigation this fall, with the view of drawing 
from it as required duriog the winter season, 
as he will be able to do via Woodville and 
the Nipissing railway, to Toronto. Tho 
advantage of such an offer will be obvious 
when it is remembered that it will not only 
‘enable the elevator to earn something during 
the winter, but give the Midland, during the 

k season, some 600 cars of grain to’ move 
between Midland and Woodville, We are 
|more than ever convinced (if that be vossible) 
[that with the complotion of the missing link 
between herve and Omemee, we will ree a 
|stream of trade passing through Peterborough 
whioh even the most sanguine of our citizens 
now woaroely dream of. © 


If the Review's anticipations be correct, 
Belleville will gain more than will Peter- 
\borough by the traflic which it believes will 
pass through that town, as much of the 
grain from the west will doubtless be for- 
‘warded to New York via Oswego, and wily 
be transhipped here. It also seems pro- 
bable that much of the grain for England 
via Montreal will also be shipped in barges 
here for transportation to the ocean port.

On the Smoky river, a 
tributary of the Peace river, coal beds are also 
onijfire, and on the bank#of tho Peace river 
itself large seams of cd’) have bedn Observed, 
but how much furthor north the coal deposits 
extend is not known,’ On the Saskatchewan 
above Edmonton seama of great thickness are 
known to exist, but they have vever been 
carefully examined, é 

At Edmonton two main seams and a num- 
ber of smaller ones are niticed in .the cnt 
banks of the river. The upper seam is about 
60 feet abovethe water and 150 below the 
surtace of the ground, and. varies from two 
and a half to three and a half feet in thick- 
ness, It is divided in two parta by a break 
or ‘‘gouge” of clay from an inch to m foot 
thick, ‘The part of the seam above the gouge 
is the best. The coal isa bright black, and 
part of itis quite glassy looking. No dust 
comes from it ss from ordinary coal, It is 
very brittle, and does not stand exposure to 
the weather, but burnos readily either in stoves 
or grates, giving a good heat, and leaving no 
residue but ashes. It is not euitable for 
blackamithing as it coats the iron with dirt to 
such an extent as to provent it from welding. 
Most of the coal mined during the past winter 
was taken from the upper, seam. 

The lower seam is about twenty inches 
thick, and is perfectly solid, ‘the coal id 
close grained and of a shining black color, 
having the appearance of pitch. It can be 
taken out in large blocks, and stands expo- 
sure better than the coal of the upper seam, 
but when barat it leaves a hard glassy clinker, 
which is very inconvenient, especially in base 
burner stoves. 

Four main tunnels or drifts haye beenrun 
this winter in the upper seam, on the south 
side of the river, to a distance of 50, 150, 130 
and 100 feet respectively, out of which five 
hundred tons of coal have been taken, The 
output is from one to two tons aday per man, 
Water coming in causes some trouble and ex- 
pense in thé way of drainage, 

It appears likely that Edmonton is near the 
eastern boundary of the coal deposits, and 
that further up the river, nearer their centre, 
the coal isin thicker seams and of better 
quality. It is aleo probable that if shafts were 
sunk toa considerable depth better coal would 
be found even here. ° 

These coal tields lic on the head waters of 
the rivers which flow frow west to east across 
the Territory, thereby putting their settlers in 
the central prairies almost on the same footing 
as regards fuel as those\who ‘live right over 
them, while their immense extent, and the 
fact that they underlie the finest cultural 
country in the Dominion, makes their value 
utterly incaloulable.  ~

THE COUNCIL ORDERED TO: INOREASE THE 
GAOLER'S SALARY. 


The Ontario Government are known to 
stick at nothing to achieve their ends, and 
one of the chief ends and aime of their 
éxistence is to organize an army | of oftice 
holders, whose aid in the elections shall be 
largely instrumental in maintaining them 
in office. “Hence their arrogating to them- 
selves the appointment of the Clerks and 
Bailiffs of Division Courts in cities, towns 
and villages; the virtual appointment of 
Gaolers by power of yeto; the appointment 
of Deputy Sheriffs, and other officers who 
had previously beon appointed by the 
County Judges and Sheriffs ; their attempt 
(happily futile) tu svize the appointment 
of Queen's Counsel within the limits of the 
Province ; together with other actions of 
alike kind, All this patronage has been 
graspéd with the easily apparent object of 
rewarding the clamorous and impecunious 

the more faithfa eir aupport- 
Opes sable; of re- 
ining the support of the o seekers ; 
and Reawe = of davadde the elec- 
tors in their favor. Wao 

It may be said that the Sheriffe'still ap 
point their own Deputies, and so they do 
—nominally. But really the Government 
appoints the Deputy as well as the Sheriff. 
As an example of this, we may say that 
Dr. Hope is reported, om excellent author- 
ity, to have received ‘his’ appointment as 
Sheriff only on condition that he appointed 
Mr. Patrick O’Brien as his Deputy, ata 
salary of $1,000 @ year and his” expenses. 
True, Mr, O’Brien has not as yet ontered 
upon the discharge of the duties of that 
office, because the appointarent is’ riot ac- 
ceptable to a large number of the party 
here, who are using their utmost efforts to 
seoure itsannulment. But Mr. O'Brien's 
salary is running on, the same as if he was 
at work, and we venture the prediction 
that he will before long take the position 
to which 6 has been appointed, as his pat- 
ron, Mr. Fraser, is all-powerful.

Why, then,should the people of this Coun- 
ty be required by the Government to pay 
$200 additional a year to a man who has 
proved his incompetency, and for no other 
reason than that he is a particular friond 
of the Government? If Mr, Mowat, Mr. 
Fraser, and their colleagues wish to pay 
high salaries to their friends, lot them do 
so out of the Provincial funds and account 
tothe Loyislature, instead of taxing the 
ratepayors in order to secure the continued 
adherence of those frionds, It is the duty 
of the County Council to make a vigorous 
protest against any such use Of the people's 
money, and wo trust that thoy will not fail 
to do so, and to make such representations 
on the subject as will be proper under the

tons to the acre at this time and may be cut 
two or three times yet this season, he would 
not have confounded this wonderfal plant, 
which comes from Asia, with the common 
comfrey growing at Faton’s Tannery, which 
latter is a medicinal herb and may be found in 
waste places. It appears to be’ indigenous 
and is entirely worthless as fcdder, whereas 
the true variety will produce from sixty to 
one handred tons of green feed to tho acre 


according to soil, and for fattoning atock and 


producing milk it has no equal. Any person

The semi-annual mooting of thin Asso 
ciation was held at Madoc, June Oth aud 
10th, 

Tho minutes of the last movting were read 


Committe on Promotion Examinations, 
the building Committeo, and the Librar- 
ian were read and approved. 

It was moved by Mr. Kirk, avconded by 
Mr. Miller, that a committee be appointed 
to nominate examiners to oxamine the pa 
pers of candidates for promotion to Fourth 
and Fifth Classes—committoo to consist of 
Mosars, Mackintosh, Morton, Tait, Kirk, 
and Sutherland. Carriod, A discussion 
was thon hold as to whether Usnadion His- 
tory should be required from the candid- 
ates for promotion to the Fourth, at the 
county examination, as it did not appear 
in tho printed programme, It was moyod 
by Mr. Solmos, seconded by Mr. Tait, that 
the discussion be postponed.

he has always manifested In our welfare as 
teachers. Mr. Mackintosh in responding 
spoke of the growth of the Association since 
he came to the county, of the difficulties it 
had to encounter, and of the opposition of 
the people to Conventions. 

Mr. Kirk then took the chair and after a 
few remarks called for a discussion on the 
subject opened by Mr, Tait. Mossrs. 
Minchin and Mackintosh responded, and 
after a short discussion it was moved by 
Mr. Morton, seconded by Mr. Tait, that 
this Association express its concurrence 
with a Superannuation Fund for Teachers, 
to be sustained partly by contributions 
from Texchers, partly by grants from the 
Legislature, —Oarried. 

A committee consisting of Messrs. Kirk, 
Mackinwsh, Minchin, Tait, Hobbs, Beall, 
Morton, Sutherland and Miss Breeze was 
then appointed to take into consideration 
the proposed changes in the law and report 
on the same. A duet by Misses Christie 
closed the afternoon's proceedings. 


FRIDAY, JUNE LOTH.

Pho Council met at 1 p.m. 
WAYS AND MEANS, 
The Committeo on Ways aod Means ro- 
sumed, Mr, Gilmour in the chair. 
Mr, Poaroe's motion that the Clork bo in- 
atructed to procure 30 copies of the Revised 
Statutes of Untario for 1881, was taken up. 


Tho motion was passed, 


Mr, Pearce’s motion to appropriate $500 to 
be distributed for School purposos ainong tho 
‘ix porthoro municipalitior, according to the 
recommendations of the School Inspectors, 
was taken up 

1t was decided to recommend the appropri. 
ation named, 

Mr, Gilmour's motion for a graut of $200 to 
Trenton was considered, aud tho grant was, 
on motion, recommended, 

Mr. Wilmot's resolution to appropriate $4,- 
525 for roads and bridges in the minor muni- 
cipalitios, was considered. 

On motion, it was decided to recommond 
the adoption of the Appropriation, 

The petition of Patrick O'Donuell askiog 
for $28 tor clearing the Cours Houso hill of 
snow during the winter season, Was considered, 

The Warden moved that the prayer of the 
petition be granted, providing the petitioner 
does the work attaching to his position, —Car- 
ried. 

On motion, $3 was allowed the Clerk to pay 
for therogistration of tho By-law raising $2U,- 
000, 

The communication of Mr. Langmuir, re- 
quiting the Council to raise the County Gaol- 
or’s salary from $400 to $600 per annum, was 
considered, 

Mr. Haggerty moved, seconded by Mr, 
Robinson, that the Wardeu and Clerk be in- 
structed to memorialize the Goveroment set- 
ti.q forth that there is reason to believe that 
the sorvices of a competent person ‘to fill the 
the position of Gaoler could be procuted for 
the eum of $400 per anoum, He had reason 
to know that competent persons could be pro- 
cured to fillthe position of Guoler at the 
amount mentioned. He wondered why this 
matter was not brought up before? Why did 
not the Inspector require the salary of the 
late Gaolor to be raised? While a competent 
person could be obtained to fulfil the duties 
of the position for $400 he did not believe in

The Warden said he did oot think it would 
be advisable to memorialize the Government, 
because it would be almost certain to be use- 
leas. ‘Lhe Inspector had the power to force 
the increase. I: would be better for the 
Council to attempt a compromise, At any 
rate, it would be better to make the Gavler 
the caretaker of the Court House and offices, 
than to appoint an additional caretaker, 

Mr. Gordon did not believe in granting a 
dolar additional to the salary of the Gaoler. 
He did not wish to be a party to such an in- 
crease, it had been well understood when 
Mr, Appleby assumed his position that the 
salary attaching to the office would bs in- 
creased, Mr, Appleby’s father, :aviog been 
disappointed in bis expectations of being ap- 
poin.ed Sheriff, had been promised by the 
Government that the salary would be in- 
eréased $200. Mr. Appleby had said that he 
would not have accepted the office uoless the 
salary was increased. 

Mr, Ashley said that if the Council refused 
to raise the salary it was altogether likely 
that the Government would force it, He 
thought it would be better to attempt a com- 
promise, He moved, seconded by Mr. Auder- 
son, that the salary of theGaoler be fixed 
at $500 per anoum and that he be also ap- 
pointed Caretaker of the Court House and 
offices at an additional salary of $100. 

Mr. Hoeggerty opposed the motion. If it 
was necessary to appoint & caretaker, he 
should be appointed trom outside the gaol, 
acd if the Governmont insisted oo the salary 
being fixed at $600, the Council should do it 
and appoint avother caretaker. 

In answorto Mr, O'Flynn, the Warien 
said that, though the had not been able to 
seo the County Solicitor on the subject, ho 
himself was decidedly of opinion that the 
Government could force the County to fix 
the Gaoler's salary, He favored Mr, Ashley's 
motion. 

Mr. Pearce was in favor of a compromise, 

Mr. Hagge) ty doubted whether the Gov- 
ernmont would accept the compromise con- 
tained in Mr. Ashley's resolutions, A com- 
promise could not be effected unless we know 
that the Government would bo willing to meet 
the County half way. 

Mr, Wilmot pointed cat that the total 
amount received by the Gaoler, including the 
matron’s and caretaker’s talaries, would if Mr, 
Ashley's motion passed be only $800. This, 
he claimed, was not excessive, 

Mr. White said we could get men to take 
the Gaoler’s place for $100, but that was not 
the question. ‘Tho County should give a fair 
remuneration for the services of its officials, 
If the turnkey received $400 per annum surely 
the Gaoler’s salary should be $500.

Cheese Markets. 


New York, Juve 1S. 

The Bulletin says:—‘'It has been a protty 
strong week on tho Cheese market, with a 
touch of excitement and a slight inclination to 
‘boom’ at times manifested, but notwith- 
standing the improvement, and a great many 
scllcre, 18 well as buyers, are not altogether 
tatistied with the state of affairs, and seem to 
consider that, at prices reached, they are on 
dangerous ground. Last Saturday the feeling 
was quite unsettled, with no eale of stock 
above 9}o for Colored and 9c for White, On 
Monday, however, there was asuidon change 
forthe better, a fast steamer to sail the 
following day and light amounts of stock 
available Stimulating demand and putting 
rates up to a basis of 94 for the best Factory. 
Following this came the pretty full prices 
made in this country and advices from vari-

Mr, Thomas Conaty, Milltown, has given 
the tenants on his property in Aughakee, 
parish of Crosserlough,a reduction of 10 per 
cent. The tenants hold on long leases at 
moderate renta, 

On May 27th a number of laborers parad- 
ed the streets of Dublin, carrying a black 
banner on which was inscribed ;—'' A 
thousand laborers demand bread or work,” 
**Is Christianity a mockery!” 

At a recent half-yearly rent-day dinner, 
the tenants of a certain Irish poor were in- 
tensely disgusted to find that they wore be- 
ing regaled on tinned beef and mutton, 
One of the farmers declared that such 
** meanness” would make ‘‘the old lord” 
turn in his grave, 

At the County Sligo Presentment Ses- 
sions lately magistrates and cesspayers 
were called on to pass an imporatiye pre- 
sentment for $1,256 to pay for the main- 
tenance of extra police in the country, a 
twelfth of the amount to be charged to the 
borough of Sligo. 

At the Duke of Wellington's rent audit, 
which was held at Strathtieldsaye lact 
week, the steward announced that his 
Grace had resolved to return the wholo of 
Inst year's rents, eo the delighted tenants 
had nothing to do but to take thoir receipts, 
eat their dinner, and carry their money 
home again. 

A prisoner a few days ago made a des- 
perate assault on Captain Wileon,Governor 
of Londonderry Jail. When the prisoner's 
coll was opened the prisoner sprang upon 
him, and struck him a violent blow on the 
neck with some sharp instrument, inflicting 
a wound near the jugular vein. The prison- 
er was secured by the wardere. 

The Freeman's Journal says ; ** Reports 
have reached us from several districts com- 
plaining of the havoc the wireworm is 
making on the oat crop. In some places 
the farmers are meditating ploughing up 
the lea oats, and preparing the ground for 
turnips. Weare happy to know thet the 
other crops promise well, Grass is plenti- 
ful. 

A few days ago two bailiffs were serving 
processes in the counties of Limerick aud 
Tipperary. Onreturning home from that 
duty one of them was attacked and badly 
beaten ; his house was set on fire,and when 
he emerged in order to escape from the 
flames he was violently assaulted, and Had 
to be removed to the workhouse hospital for 
treatment. 


An accident of a serious and painful char- 
acter occurred in Belfast. The house of a 
Mr. Seymour,a farrier,took fire,and four of 
his children, being isolated in a bed-room by 
the flames, were so badly injured when they 
were rescued by the firemen that the lives ot 
two of them are despaired uf. The mother 
of the children,in endeavoring to save them 
was also severely injured, 


In the linen industry of the North mattors 
continue remarkably quiet. The trade in 
almost all the departments is ina most un- 
remunerative state. A good many power- 
looms having been stopped for some weeks 
past, no increase in stocks has taken place, 
and as alarge number of hand-loom weavers 
continueengaged in agricultural operations, 
the supply in that section of the trade hus 
also been somewhat limited. 


One curious result of the Irish Land Law 
when it ia passed will bo notéd in the case 
of holdings which are universally acknow- 
ledged to be let below their value. Under 
this category come Lord Downabire's furma, 
where the tenant-right goes to forty years’ 
purchase, Lord Downshire would have to 
pay his tenant £3 a year for occupying hia 
farm, instead of receiving any rent at all.

THE GAOLER'S SALARY. 

The London Herald discusses the matter 
of the addition to the salary of the gaoler 
here. It says:—‘‘ He had not held office 
long before a couple of prisoners escaped 
in broad daylight, Had he been a Vonser- 
vative he would have been dismissed on 
the spot, but as he was a staunch Reform- 
er, carrying the keysof the gaol as a re- 
ward for political services, the only repri- 
mand awarded him was an order issued by 
the Local Government to the Hastings 
County Council to increase his salary by 
$200 a year. The gaocler meekly submite 
to the punishment. ‘he law certain- 
ly says that the ralaries of keepers shall 
be fixed by the Cou.ty Council, ‘subject 
to.the revision or requirements of the In- 
spector of Prisons ;’ but it was never im- 
agined when that clause was adopted that 
it would be used by aGrit Government as 
a means for promoting the interests of in- 
competent partisans at the expense of an 

Y ing people. Under the same 
clause the Government could order the 
reduction of the salary of an officer who is 
not a partisan, or increase extravagantly 
the salary of a friend—the county of course 
paying the piper. ‘The Local Government 
in this matter is using its powers for the 
worst offparty purposes.” ,

chester reminds us of the homely proverb 
that the best proof of a pudding is in the 
eating of it. During the past year we 
have been informed more than a thousand

THE CHANCELLOR'S ADDRESS, 

Tho Chaucellor then addressed the matrio- 
ulants. He was glad to address them as 
ladies and gentlemen in giving them welcome 
t> the University. ‘ihey were now brothers 
and sisters under one kind mother—a common 
University. They must feel grateful at hay- 
ing arrived thus far in the way of knowledge, 
Their entrance into the University, however, 
should not be regarded as an end gained so 
much as the bogipning of a new and higher 
walk in the tield of knowledge. It meant 
that they had gained some knowledge, and, 
what was far better, had gained mental dis- 
cipline, which meant power togain more 
knowledge, A great many people nowadays, 
he said, including even some of the University 
senators, cry down the good old plan of 
acquiring power and honor and profit by hard 
study, by slow painful labor, They say, 
away with the slow, hard methods ; give us 
a quick and easy way to power and money aod 
honor, Butif there is something immortal 
about us—something that is of far more im- 
p-riance than moaey, and honor, and power, 
there should bs somebody to stand 
up for tho mar within us. If 
the multitude struggle for what is perishable, 
there should be somoone to struggle for the 
imperishable—the eternal. To whom, he 
said, sball we look for euch mea but to tha 
Universities—the despositaries of the learning 
of the centuries? Everyone of the matricul- 
ants should prosecute his or her work with 
this grand idea before them. 
their immediate aim to begin well—to ground 
themeclves thoroughly in the branches of 
study which they were about to take up, 
and not make undue haste in their attempt to 
excel. ‘‘Uhdue hasteat the commencement 
of a univorsity carver,” he said, ‘‘is lke a 
sprained ankle at the atart of aravse: it makes 
a limping course—and often a lost goal.” Hoe 
strongly and affectionately urged the matricul- 
ante to pursue their studies wth all the ardor 
with which they had begun, and not to cease 
them even with their University life, ‘‘ The 
chaplets of to-day,” he said, ‘will retain 
their'freshness only by interweaving thom 
with the crowns of future years.” The 
Chancellor then formally welcomed thom,and 
hoped that their present success would be 
only the prelude to greater success in their 
future life. 

MATRICULANT PRIZEMAN, 

The presentation of the prizes to matricul- 
ants was the next feature of the exercises, 
‘Poere were only two prizes—the Senate Prize 
for Proticienoy, and the Hold n Prize in Eng- 
lish, 5th of these were monopolized by Mr.

THE CHANCELUOR SPBAKS AGAIN, 

The regular exercises being now concluded, 
the Chancellor briefly addressed the audience, 
Albert University, he said, continued to show 
the same marks of prosperity which had dis- 
tingu shed it from its foundation. Her his- 
tory had been a history of steady progress. 
The four great epochs in her history were her 
foundation io 1857, her affiliation with To- 
ronto University in 1864, the granting of her 
charter asa University in 1867, and the en- 
largement of her charter in 1871. This growth 
was partly an evidence that higher education 
was growibg more and more popular in this 
Province andin the whole country. There 
was a growing conyiction within the people 
that there must be higher education, The 
people were wedded to that idea. You might 
as well try to doprive them of their life, liberty 
or prosperity, as toattempt to subvert the 
present ‘educational system. Sometimes we 
hear the cry that the public money should not 
be spent in aid of University education ; it is 
claimed that Public aud High Schools are 
all the institutions of learning that should be 
supported out of the peoplo’s money, and that 
a University education is a luxury which 
should be paid for by the person who wishes 
to obtain it. He did not agree with this cry. 
If wo lot down the standard of the higher 
education we let duwn the standard of the 
lower education. Then the higher education 
of the country should be under the influence 
of the churches. If you let infidelity into the 
higher education of the country yon let it into 
our lower education, The people evidently 
feel it to be their duty to place the bigher 
education of the country as much as possible 
under religious influence. The many uviver- 
sities of the country directly under the con- 
trol of some religious body was sufficient eyi- 
dence of this. The country will never give 
up its religious educational colleges, no matter 
how largely secular institutions of learning 
may be endowed by the State, Good as our 
University system is, however, it is not per- 
fevt, It is possible for it to become much more 
efficient in the advancement of learning. The 
speaker advocated co-operation between the 
churches and tho state authorities in the mat- 
ter of education, Then might he seen a fair, 
open-handed honest degree-conferring body in 
our Province, That would be a University in- 
deed, aProvincial University which not only the 
Province, but the whole Dominion would be 
proud to point to, The speaker then referred 
toastatement which had been made at the 
recent Convoca ion of Victoria University, by 
the Principal and Chancellor of that Univer- 
sity, Rev. Dr. Nelles, to the effect that 
Victoria was the oaly Methodiat Univorsity 
in the British Empire, He (the speaker) was 
pained whon he read this statement in the 
public press, There must surely be some 
mistake about it. The worthy Principal of 
Victoria, for whom he had the most profound 
respect, must have been misrepresented, He 
surely could not have intended to deliborately 
ignore Albert University, ‘‘ But if ho really 
did give utterance to the remark which is 
imputed to him,” raid the Chancellor, ‘it is 
our duty to utterly and flatly deny any state- 
ment of such a character,” 

The exercises were then closed by the sings 
ing ofthe National Anthem, and by the 
Benediction, which was pronounced by the 
Chancellor.

Preserving Butter, 

A, asks whothor sugar and saltpetre ad- 
ded to salt preserve butter any more per 
feotly than whon salt ia used alone, and, 
if so, in what proportion they should be 
worked into the butter, or placed between 
tho layers. For myself, among the many 
who will reply to the question, I will say 
no, most decidedly, as to the first part of 
the question. Thoro is already sugar suf- 
ticiont in butter when mado from natural 
butter making cows, which have had good 
pasture in summer, and early cut and woll- 
cured timothy and cloyer hay, aud bright 
corn-atalks, with cora meal and wheat bran 
in winter, with cloan, warm, woll venti- 
lated stables. Tho milk and cream and 
butter most bo properly cared for after 
the cow has done her part. ‘Thore can be 
no good resulting from the use of saltpotre 
in any way ; only an injury, being foreign 
entirely to anything in tho food of the 
cow. It is nitrate of potash—‘‘ sweat of 
rocks.” Tho idea of buying saltpotro, an- 
natto or any other preparation, to preserve 
butter or to change its color from a natural 
to an unnatural shade must have originat- 
ed in the minds of thoso who are unskilled 
in the true principles of making choice 
butter. A. must in all respécta have 
his butter perfect when ready to pack, 
and salted with one ounce of Ashton 
or Higgin’s salt to tho pound of 
frosh butter, Select the best _pofectly 
glazed stone crocks. On the bottom 
place a small quantity of salt. Over 
the salt place a thin, well-bleached muslin 
cloth that has been saturated with brino, 
Upon this cloth place the butter, carefully 

ressed, 80 as to have no hollow places, 

‘ill within half an inch of top. Over the 
butter place a cloth, tightly fitting around 
the edge of the butter, On this, whon 
cold, pour a pint or more of as strong 
brine as can be made by the use of hot 
water and dairy salt. Cover with heavy 
paper ona board. Have ready » common 
box, large enough to receive the crock, with 
space on all sides of about two inchos. 
At the bottom put an inch or two of salt, 
Pat the crock in and fill all around with 
salt sufficient to cover the crock about two 
inches. Over all place a board. The box 
may be large enough for only one crock, or 
fora dozen or more. The object of bury- 
ing in salt isto keep the butter from all 
impure atmosphere, sudden changes of the 
weather, and in an even cool temperature, 
When thus treated, ; royided the butter is 
perfect when placed in the crock, it will 
remain so fur many montha, as there is 
nothing to disturb it. Butter treated tn 
this Way retains all its original purity, and 
goes through a natural ripening, increasing 
that agreeable aroma so much desired—a 
rich, nutty taste, 

I adopted this way of treating my butter 
some five years ago, My butter of June of 
one year thus handled remains perfectly 
good until the next June, or later. During 
the two years past I have receiyed many 
letters making enquiries as to my mode of 
saving butter—heavy dealers of Chicago 
amongst the number, I am asked by seme 
if the strong brine does not make the butter 
too salt; My answer is thatit does not. If 

ked in wood the brine needs replenish- 
Ing, a8 much of it passes off through the 
pores of the wood. When this occurs, so 
that the butter is not surrounded on all 
sides with the brine,the butter becomes dry 
and soon rancid. Dry butter, with the 
dampness all drawn out in wooden packages 
soon becomes rancid or strong in the hands 
of shippers or dealers. For convenience in 
handling and keeping the brine from wast- 
ing, firkins are better than tubs. I do not 
say that bad butter can be made good by 
this method, as butter once injured in any 
way cannotbe restored. The life ot pure 
butter is prolonged by keeping it cool and

Don’t Run the Cows. 


Now boys, we have a word to say to you. 
When we were of your age we always had 
to drive the cows to pasture, and go and 
bring them too. Sometimes we gota little 
late, or were anxious to get off to play, or 
& cow founda bit of good, sweot grass, 
better than she had found all day in the 
pasture, and would stop to take a bit and 
fall behind the rest. That was provoking, 
and we were apt to give her a pretty severe 
lesson, In fact, we were guilty of ‘hurry- 
Ing Up on many occasions. It was all 
wrong, but we little knew how much in- 
jury We were inflicting on ourselves, as well 
as on the cows. 

Now, itis perfectly well known that 
overdriving causes the milk to be heated 
and feverish, especially in hot weather, 
and this milk is not a healthful article of 
food, either as milk or when made into but- 
ter or chéese, Oows that are abnsed, 
kicked, or roughly treated, cannot give 
good milk, and no procogi»ofytmanufacture 
can make it into so goodam article of diot 
as milk that is not injured by such treat- 
ment, 

Nover let the dogs chase the cows. A 
worriment of this kind not only lessens the 
quantity, but injures the quality of milk, 
and it should be caretully avoided. Dogs 
are generally a curse among a herd of cat- 
tle, and particularly so milch cows, unless 
they are trained to drive and tend them 
as few of our dogs are, ;

Short-Horn Cattle. 


A correspondent asks, ‘‘Are short-horn 
cattle hardy 7” In reply, we answer yes, 
they are as hardy as any other breed in ex- 
istence ; and if properly reared,with abun- 
dant feed, not even the common scrubs of 
the country are more so. Whatever slight 
delicacy is ever found, is owing to keeping 
them in cold weather in too warm atables, 
in too close yards, and feeding too high. 
To make bullooks thia will answer, by breed- 
ing animals, both male aud female should 
have no more grain or meal than is neces 
sary to keep thomin full, steady growth. 
One-fourth Indian meal, is best for this 
purpose, together with a little oil or cotton- 
seed meal. Roots alao of various sorts are 
excellent, as they tend to soften the bay 
or straw in the stomach,and render it more 
sasily digestible, like grass in summer 
During this time they should have ample 
Open-air space for exercise, except in cold 
stormy weather ; then alone need they be 
wart y pheljeres.

The conduct of a number of farmers near

Insurance in Canada, 


The Superintendent of Insurance for the 

Dominion has issued his report for the year 
ending December Sist, 1880, The report 
contains very much matter of interest, of 
which the following is» summary :—The 
year 1880 was by far tho most prosperous 
ef any yot recorded. For the first timo 
during twelve years the losses have fallen 
below 50 per cent. of the premiums, and 
while the yolume of business has largoly 
increased, and the rate of premium been 
somewhat enhanced, the losses both rela- 
tively and absolutely have been strikingly 
diminished, Much of this result is doubt- 
less due to the increasing prosperity of the 
country, and may be taken as an indication 
that the commercial depression is passing 
away. 

The premiums received by all companies 
for Fire Insurance in Canada have exceeded 
those received in 1879 by $252,089, and 
hayo amounted to $3,479,577 ; the losses 
incurred have been less than those of the 
previous yearby $690,269, and have amount- 
‘ed to $1,524,838 ; and the amount actually 
paid during the year for losses has been 
$1,666,578, being less than that paid in 1879 
by $478,620. 

Thus the amount paid for losses has been 
only 47.90" per cent. of that received for 
premiums, the corresponding rate for 1879 
having been 66.47 per cent., and the lowest 
rate previously (that for 1878) having been 
54.11. The ayerago, on the whole, of the 
t Mg tan recorded now stands at 80.68, 

SO ad bo many, years before 

e terrible disasters of 1877 are overcome, 
and the average reduced to what should be 
its normal value, in the neighborhood of 60 
per cent. 

The total not amount insured by policies 
in force in Canada at the end of 1880 was 
$411,563,271, which is greater by $4,205,- 
286 than the corresponding amount for 
1879. “In Canadian Companies there was a 
decrease of $4,421,458, as against a de- 
crease of $12,606,089 in the previous year ; 
in British Companies there was an increase 
of $21, 480,626,the increase in the previous 
year having been $5,562,616; and in 
American Companies there was a decrease 
of $12,853,882, while in tho previous years 
there had been an increase of $4,501,757. 
This latter circumstance is accounted for 
by the running off of the long risk taken 
over by the Agricultural of Watertown 
from the Canada Agricultural and the 
Ottawa Agricultural ; but there is nothing 
to indicate the cause of this recurring 

experience of the large increase of business 
of the British Companies and its falling off 
in the Canadian Oompanies ; the business 
done by the new British Companies does

THE OTTAWA MAYORALTY. 
Mr. M ckintosh Loses his Seat. 


The Toronto Evening News of Saturday 
says :—‘* The Uourt of Queen’s Bench gave 
jadgment this morning in this case, which 
has been before the various courts for so 
many months. Mr, Clancey, a defeated 
candidate at the last municipal election held 
at Ottawa, instituted proceedings to test 
the validity of the election of Mr. Mackin- 
tosh, the present Mayor, on the ground 
that he was not posseased of the requisite 
property qualification required by the 
statute. The case was argued before Mr, 
Dalton, Q. O., in the first instance, and he 
discharged the summons, holding that 
the suit had not been brought within the 
period limited by the statute, after accept- 
ance of office by the Mayor, and that it 
was, therefore, void. An appeal was then 
made to O. J. Hagarty in Chambers, and 
he referred the matter to the full court, 
and it was argued during last term, and 
judgment was given this morning by Mr. 
Justice Cameron for the Court. They held 
that the suit had been instituted within the 
time allowed by the.statute, as an accept- 
ance of office could not be said to have 
taken place until the formalities had been 
complied with, and that his declaration on 
the day of election was not an acceptance. 
That point disposed of, the Court held that 
the respondent was not qualified to act, 
as he was not assessed on the roll for the 
year 1881,to the amount of $4,000. Judg- 
ment was, therefore, given, unseating him 
and ordering a new election with costs,

The Kaladar Gold Mine, 


WHAT IT REALLY AMOUNTS TO, 


Mr. W. H. Williams, the able and exper- 
ienced mining correspondont of the Globe, has 
visited the Kaladar gold mine, as to whioh 
there has sprung up a breeze of oxcaitememt 
n this part of the Provinve, His description 
of it, which is sppended, will do much to 
allay the excitement:— 

The mine is located on lot three in the 
sixth concession of Kaladar, the concessions 
numbering from north to south, and the lots 
from east to west. ‘Tho mine and tho property 
on which it was found now belong,asI under- 
stand it, to Mr. John Guina, whom we found 
at the shanty, and Mr, Palmer, who has been 
well known in this region, ever since the gold 
excitement of 1869, and one of the most in- 
dustrious and indefatigable cf prospectors. 
Mr. Guina I discovered to be a very courteous 
and intelligent gentleman, who was not at all 
elated over the brilliants prospects before him, 
and who was very quick to discountenance 
and repudiate all the wild talk that has beon 
indulged in concerning tho new discovery, 
He showed methe vein where the opening 
had been m>de, and poiated out to me a small 
show of gold, about ono-third the size ofa 
pin-head, that was firmly imbedded in the 
solid quartz, remaiking that, until that after- 
noon, there had been another show nearit 
that was fully twice or three times as large, 
but it bad been broken out by some vandals 
who had visited thespot carlier in the day. 

The opening is made just where the yein 
appears to strike a heavy dyke of slate or 
trap of a slaty structure, 1did not carefully 
note the character of the dyke, and from the 
peculiar situation of the vein at this point it 
is difficult just at the present stage of its de- 
velopment to determine its thickness, It is 
very certain, however, that there is a large 
quantity of datk red and rusty-looking quartz 
in sight, and that the vein is evidently one 
of very considerabls weight and strength. 
So far as can be teen at presout the quartz 
does not appear to carry anything more than 
an appreciable quantity of sulphurets, or 
mispickel, and the yery amall speck 
of gold already meptiond was the 
only show of the precious metal I 
was ablo to discover, The quart 
however, carries numerous flakes of white micay 
which, having become slightly stained with 
copper orjron pyrities, look very much like 
particles of freegeld. Mr, Guina was quite 
aware of the nature of there shows, but I am 
inclined to think he finds it less trouble 
to let his numerous visitors iun away 
with the idea that all these shiaing particles 
are gold than it would be to carofully ex- 
plain to each and every one of them the 
exact nature of tho ore. In answer to my 
questions he assured me that while he thought 
the vein fairly rich in fine gold, he was quite 
sure that no coarse gold had as yet been found 
in it. He was greatly amused at the wild 
stories that were being circulated about the 
property, but was at a loss to kuow how 
they could have originated. It ia easy to 
understand, however, how people who take 
everythiog that glitters for gold coul! be de- 
ceived into thinking thisa wonderfully rich 
property. Of courso I donot ssy that the 
vein may not tura out to be exceptionally 
rich, | ut at present itis even problematical 
whethor or not it will prove worth working, 
though I should incline to the opinion that it 
could be worked sta fair profit. Until the 
ore shall have boon carefully teated it will be 
impossible to pronounce upon the value of the 
property with any approach to accuracy or 
certainty,

lhe Hstimates. 


Alderman Jollott, Ohairman of the Fi- 
nance Comnittee, has sent ua a copy of the 
estimates of the receipts and expenditures 
of the city for the year 1881, The outlook 
is, on the whole, a cheerful one, showing 
that the financial condition of the city has 
considerably improved under tho able man- 
agement of Mr. Jellett, The rate which 
it is proposed to levy for 1881 {fs 11 mills 
on the dollar for Municipal purposes and 4 
mills on the dollar for Public School pur- 
poses, or a total of 15 mills for all purposes, 
whilst for Separate Schools purposes there 
isan ordinary rate of 4} mills and a spe- 
cial rate of 1} mills, or 2 mills more than 
those who are not supporters of separate 
education are taxed for. ; 

The rate for municipal purposes is thus 
lower than it has been for several years 
previous. Thisresult is, however, attained 
by using for current expenses a balance of 
$8,273.60, part of the proceeds of tho sale 
of debentures, which remained in bank ; 
but as this amount, if levied for, would 
add but about 2} mills to the rate, the 
situation would in such case atill be more 
favorable than last year. It is deomed 
wiser, however, to use this money than to 
allow it to remain in bank drawing a low 
rate of interest, and in this conclusion we 
think the ratepayers generally will concur.

mittee for this, es it is due to the abomin- 
able system of log-rolling, to discourage 
which every ratepayer ought to exert him- 
self. 

In nearly every department the estimates 
show a decrease, Public Works alone ox- 
hibiting a substantial increase, namely $2,- 
000, which is no doubt a necessary increase, 
as although but $8,000 were estimated last 
year, $9,574.67 were spent. It is desir- 
able, we think, tbat the estimates should 
be passed in their present form, and it 
oughtto be the object of very honest 
member of the Council to see that they are 
not- exceeded.

Sditorial Notes. 
PROTECTION IN THE STATES, 

The United States census returns show 
a wonderful development of the industries 
of that country during the past ten yoars, 
commenting upon which the New York 
Herald saya:— 

“The cotton industry has bee. steadily 
advancing with rapid strides in mill capacity, 
consumption of raw material, and value of 

roducts, The amount taken from the crop 
in American mills bas nearly doubled in the 
country at large and more than doubled io 
the south, The silk industry bas trebled in 
ten years. Tho capitslinvested in the busi- 
noss haa increased from six to ninctcen mil- 
lion dollars, and the value of the products 
from twelve to forty millions, In the manu- 
facture of iron and ateel there has been a stnik- 
ing growth, ‘Tho inorease of twenty-five per 
cent in the number of establishments doos not 
ropresent the entire expansion of productive 
capacity that has taken placo. In the weight 
of products there has been the remarkable 
advance of ninety-nine per cent,, while the 
value has been incre from two to three 
hundred million dollars.” 

These great resulta have been effected by 
protection, and there is no doubt that simi- 
lar good effect will be experienced in Oana- 
da from the protective policy inaugurated 
in 1879, A good beginning has been made, 
and it only needs a steady adherence to the 
policy now in force to achieve results as 
satisfactory in Canada as those which our 
neighbors have experienced.

“You're Another. ” 


In reply to our references to the political 
recreancy of Sir Richard Cartwright and 
Mr. James Brown, M. P., our local con- 
temporary, with its usual rogard for pro- 
priety, refers to soveral members of the 
Consorvative party in this city and fiercely 
berates them for having, as it alleges, 
changed their political faith at some remote 
period, Supposing our contemporary’s 
allegation were true—which it is not~ has 
the Ontario not got sepse enough to see 
that the alleged inconsistency of others, 
even if brought about by interested mo- 
tives, would not exouse that of the gentle- 
men aboye named? It surely muat be 
aware that the retort ‘‘ you're another” is 
not a defence, Lut simply an excuse, 
Supposing that all the organist saya were 
true, which is not the case, the gentlemen 
against whom it directs its thunders are 
not representatives of the public in any 
political capacity, and consequently have 
not betrayed the trust of the people, as did 
the ex-Minister and his supporter. The 
acts of representative men are public pro- 
perty and are therefore proper matter for 
criticism, but the opinions of private citi- 
zens cannot with propriety be similarly 
dealt with. Every man has a perfect right 
to change his opinions, so long as he does 
so honestly, but no representative man is 
at liberty to do ao without the consent of 
those who chose him as their representa- 
tive. 

Sir Richard Cartwright, as all the world 
knows, joined the Grits and went back on 
all his former opinions because of disap- 
pointed personal ambition—becauso Sur 
John A. Macdonald yery properly consider- 
ed that he could not satisfactorily admin- 
ister the Finance Department of the Do- 
minion. The experience which the country 
had of Sir Richard's ability as a financier 
under the rule of Mr. Mackenzie, has 
amply demonstrated Sir John’s sagacity 
and his knowledge of the capabilities of his 
former supporter. 

The reasons which induced Mr. Brown 
to transfer his support to theGrit party have 
never been made public, although the op- 
portunities afforded himyin 1878 were 
ample, He opposed the Pacific Railway pro- 
ject in toto before the Mackenzie Govern- 
ment took office, but afterwards ‘‘went the 
whole hog” in support of it. He supported 
Mr. Mackenzie in his proposal to saddle the 
country with the building of the Nanaimo- 
Esquimault railway on Vancouver Island, 
which project was happily defeated in the 

Senate; he supported the proposition to 
give 55,940,000 acres of land and $50,000,- 
000 in money for the building of the Pacific 
Railway, and in fact was one of the most 
reliable supporters of the men whom he had 
formerly opposed. 

Such facts as these cast an ineffacable 
stain on the record of Messrs. Cartwright 
and Brown, and the stale trick of crying 
** you're another ” cannot obliterate them

A Contrast. _ 


In the speeches which he delivered in 
Prince Edward, Sir Richard Cartwright 
Was yery strong on the subject of expendi- 
tute under the present Government and 
under their predecessors ; but he neglected 
to state that the controllable expenditure 
shows very considerable diminution under 
the gentlemen now in power. The control- 
lable expenditure for 1879 80—the last 
fiscal year which expired—was : 

$1,112,737 less than for 1873-74 


577,572 do 1874-75 
1,192,105 do 1ByO6 
239,342 do 1876-77 
561,019 do 1878-79 


The increase of the public debt during 
Aho same period under Oartwright’s ‘ mix- 
ing and muddling,” accerding to the Public 
Accounts, was $25,811,202.42, and the 
country’s lods by Sir Richard Cartwright’s 
disastrous loan of 1876, amounted to the 
prodigious sum of $2,558,853, These facte, 
which are contained in the public accounts, 
he dishonestly suppressed in order to suit 
his own purposes. 

So also he did not state that in 1880, the 
first year in which the railways wore man- 
agod andor the policy of the present Gov- 
ernment, the receipts from the Intercalon- 
ial and Prince Edward Island Railways’ ox- 
cooded thone of the year before by the sum 
of $200,193.99,and notwithatanding the in- 
creased traffic which had taken place under 
the management of Sir Charles Tupper tho 
operating expenses were reduced $465, - 
426.08, making altogether a difference to 
the Osnadian taxpayer of $665,620.07, 
This saving of nearly throe-quartors of a 
million of dollars in one year on tho Gov- 
ernment Railways may have been consid.

Sir Richard may suppress the truth as

The Land Regulations. 


It inthe general opinion that the new 
regulations governing the disposal of lands 
in the North-west, aro well adapted to the 
purpose of securing the settlement of the 
country, Even the Globe has admitted that 
much, but leat thore should be any doubt 
in the minds of any of our readers, Wo ro- 
produce the following comparison of the 
rogulations in our North-west and in Min- 
nesota and Dakota, as mado by the Mone- 


tary Times; 
IN THE CANADIAN NORTH-WEST, 

Government lands within the Railway Belt 
may be acquired as follows: A freo homestead 
of 160 acres on condition of settlement and 
cultivation for threo yoars ; also, a pre-emption 
of 160 acres adjoining at $2.50 per acre, by 
instalmonta covering ten yoars. 

Government lands may be acquired, beyond 
the distance of 24 miles from tne railway, as 
follows: A free homestead of 160 acres on tho 
same conditions as above; and also a pre- 
emption of 160 acres at $2.00 por acre cash, 
at the expiration of throo yoars. In eddition 
to the $20 acres thus acquired, a eottlers wife 
may obtain 160 acres as a freo grant, on con 
dition of cultivating 10 acros thereof to forest 
trees, thus making 480 acres to man and wife, 

LN DAKOLVA AND MINNESOTA, 

Government lands may bo acquired within 
any Railway Belt as follows: A f:00 homestuad 
of 160 acres, on conditions of permancut im- 
provement and continuous residence for sive 
years: or (not and) a pre-emption of 160 acres 
on condition of permanent improvement and 
continuous residence for one year, and $2,50 
per acre cath, A settler may in addition to 
either homestead or pre-omption, take up a free 
tree-culture claim, on condition of planting 10 
acres thereof with trees, 

Government lands outside the railway limits 
may be acquired on eimilar terms to the 
above but the price for pro-emptions is $1.35 
per acre instead of $2 50. 

N.B.—It should be observed that tho 
United States Government docs not permit, 
as does that of Canada, the samo individual 
to acquire both homestead and pre-emption 
claims. He must take one or the other—160 
acres instead of 320. 


IN THE CANADIAN NORTH WEST. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway Compary 
aske for ita lands, within 24 miles of the road 
as uniform price of $2.50 per acre, payable by 
instalments, with a rebate of $1.25 per acre 
for substantial improvements and cultivation, 

IN DAKOTA AND MINNESOTA, 

The Northern Pacitic Railway Company 
asks from $2.50 upward, according to quality 
and location, and no rebate is promised to the 
eottler who cultivates his farm. As afact the 
prices of lands contiguous to the railway, 
range as high as $10 and $15 per acre. 

‘The circulars of the St. Paul, Minneapvlis 
and Manitoba Railway Company do not an- 
announce the prices of langs, and all 
the best farme adjacontto the line have 
now been taken up. In all sales, however, 
the company promice, a ‘‘rebate of nearly one 
half the purchase money for the breaking aud 
cultivating the land.” The actual prices of 
land are graduated according to quality of the 
land and the distance from station.

Serious Damage by Lightning 


Two Houses und a Woman Struck 
—A Dog Killed. 


During the heavy thunderstorm that passed 
over this part of the couvtry yesterday after- 
noon the lightning struck a house in Grahani’s 
Terrace, Trontoo, ccoupied by G, T, Hughis, 
tearing off the shingles «n the roof. Tho 
electricity passed down the chimney, and 
from one site to the other of a room in the 
upper story, tearing great holes in the walls, 
Thence it went down the stovepipe and out of 
tho stove in a room in the lower part of the 
houee, instantly killing a dog lying beside the 
stove. Passing under the carpet a short dis- 
tance it came up, tearing the shoes off the 
fent of Mrs. * prung, o visitor, slightly burn- 
ing them and throwing her across tho room. 
Mr, Hughes was aleo in the room, and 
only two or three feot away, but escaped un- 
burt. The fluid then passed into a bedroom 
adjoining, upsetting things generally, It 
passed ou. again atthe doorand made its 
escape into a back kitcken, and thence 
through the fl or into the earth As both 
Mrs. Hughes and Mrs Sprung were quite 
close to the stove their escape was very nar- 
row. Mrs, Sprung remaincd intonsible for 
about half an hour, but sustained no damage 
further thana sevore shock to her nervous 
system and a slight injury to her feet. The

Late in the even- 
ing the police obtained possession of facts

The murder of Mr. Gould is the greatest 
sensation fora number of years, and every- 
body ia speaking about it. The police are 
still actiog in the belief that Lefroy was the 
murdérer of Mr, Gould, while all London is 
laughing at the stupidity of the police in allow- 
ing Lefroy to escape.

“Great West.” 
The New York Sun had a special repre- 


sentative in the American West, sent there 
to tell the truth about the country,as thou- 
sands who had been doing well in the East- 
ern States have abandoned their homes for 
Alife in the West, and many instances of 
privation have been told. Here is what 
this correspondent had to say in a letter, 
dated Sept. 21 :— 

Thedrouth has driven most of the settlers 
out of the South-western Nebrrsaka,but the 
animal and insect kingdom, which own not 
man’s dominion,remains. We are told itisa 
great countrytor bugs. All imaginable kinds 
of bugs are there — black, red, green, blue, 
yellow, and every shade between; flat, 
round, equare, triangular, long, broad, 
and deformed; bugs so small you can 
hardly see them, and bugs two inches 
long, with a pair of circular pinchera in 
front, almost large enough for ico hooks. 
Besides the Colorado beotles, there are 
8 number of other potato bugs still more 
yoracious, (Grasshoppers, too, are abun- 
dant, and after every model and color. 
There is the clown hopper, dressed ina 
tight-fitting suit of red, white and green, 
in triangular patches, and the mouse- 
colored, fish-shapped hopper, with iarge 
yellow wings, who during the heat of the 
day sings as for dear life, dancing up and 
down to his own music, and haunting your 
house with uneasing persistency. If you 
walk over tho prairie toward the, wind, 
scores of grasshoppers fly op, and seem to 
aim straight for your nose, pelting you in 
the face like hail. The mt family are also 
present in quintillions..,.Some are black 
and very fierce, others red and large. 
They scatter oyer the prairies in armies, 
and swarm in every dwelling. The little 
bull-dog ant kills grasshoppers aud dragon- 
flies of one hundred times his own size, 
upon which the armies feast. And then, 
the flea must not, and cannot be forgotten. 
Tn Nebraska heis desorbed as intinitely 
more frisky and troublesome than any- 
thing else, andin Bernse of pest which 
all desire to flee from.’

Needed Dairy Reforms. 

How to promote improvemoat ia the 
flavor and quality of goouiae dairy goods is 
4 question which is now being pressed upon 
tho attontion of the dairymon,and which cin. 
not be put asido with imptinity. Poor but- 
ter and poor cheeso can nojlonger bo placed 
upon the markets of the world at a price 
that will romunerate the producer. They 
leave no margin to tho dairymen—not oven 
4 baro subsistence, Tho éxtensive intro. 
duction of spurious butter and butter adul- 
terations—tho substitution of lard for 
cream in cheeso making, together with other 
Processes for improviog ‘! skim cheete,!! 
rendering it mellow and palatable, have 
made serious inroads upou all the lower 
Brace products of the dairy; they will con- 
tinue to grow in favor and to be proferred 
by certain consumers whonorer  theso 
spurious gooda prove to bo better or moro 
pelstanis than tho gonaive article, Laws 

ave boon passed in New York and in 
other statos, rogulating the sala of oloo- 
margaino and other spurious dairy products, 
aod it. was quite proper that the makers and 
vondors of these goods should be compelled 
to brand them for what they are. But this 
will not prevent their macufactare or con- 
sumption vo long as it shall be proved thoy 
are not unwholesalo. They willnow be plac- 
od upon the markets on their merits, aud if 
they are moro palatable and show more 
quality than inferior grades of the genuine 
products ot the dairy, they will bo preferred 
and go into consumption. Aa an ins'ance of 
this truth the immenso sales of artificial but- 
ter in the English mark ts may be cited, 
where it is often taken by the consumer 
at a higher Poe than genuine but- 
ter of socond class, It is withont 
doubt unfortunate for the dairy industry 
of the se that inyention has so devel- 
oped and perfected these substitutes as to 
make them formidable competitors of genu- 
ine dairy products ; but dairymen should no 


longer refure to accept tho situation, vor | ed 


expect to get relief by ridiculing and denouno- 
Jing the spuricus goods. They must mee the 
enemy with something more substantial than 
meré words—they must offer in competition 
_ dairy products of the finest flavor and of 1u- 

reme excellence—products that have some 
Keeping qualities by whichbuyers, in hold- 
ing, may have good assurance agajost loss on 
account of quick deterioration and decay, In 
othor words, fine fancy butter and cheese 
have now become of imperative necessity to 
the dairyman who desircs to stand by the in- 
tegrity of his product, and not be pushed 
av'de.and overwhelmed in the wake of spuri- 
ous goods, 

_ In this march of improvement the dairy- 
mén must notleok wholly to the mannfac- 
turer, nor expect that the Work can be ac- 
complished by new ditooveries and Utopian 
processes inthe milk vate; for tbe main 
work rests with those who;roduce and de- 
liver the milk ‘to the factories, ‘We have 
now anarmy of skilled workers—men who 
‘are striving to excel and who spare no ef- 
forts to menufacture an unexceptionable 
atticle. They manipulate the milk coming 
to their hands after the best methods. They 
srequick to seo and adopt improvements, 
and yet they failtoachieve the highest re- 
sults, because their labors are expended 
upon bad material. Their patrons often 
cannot be induced to briog them good 
sound milk. In almost every community 
of dai: ymen there will be found some who 
are addicted to shocking practices of unvlean- 
liness; cow-beating, dog-driving, compelling 
herds to slake thirst in foul waters; adding 
the milk from sick cows or from gargety ud- 
ders. All these things and others of a similar 
character are from time to time occurring, and 
one cow’s milk often taints a whole vat of 
good milk. It is this condition of things that 
causes the cheese maker trouble, and the more 
80 since he cannot always trace the bad milk 
to its source. It is wafe to say that a large 
siiare of tho *‘off-flavored” and quick decay- 
ing cheese of America comes from this cause, 
OF course it is liable to come from careless 
manufacture, bad rennet, lack of eglting, and 
filti ‘about factories; but in all these cases 
the cause is easily traced, and’ the remedy 
readily applied. But the former belong to 
the class of unknown causes, or causes difficult 
to be traced and corrected ynder the present 
system of management. 

Now what is needed is a reformation in the 
methods of producing and handling milk at the 
farm, and the manner of its deliyery at the 
factory. And the most feasible way for bring. 
ing about this most desirable result, it would 
seom, is to employ inspectors to vigit farms 
from week to week throughout the season, 
noting everything in connection with pastnr- 
age, water, treatment of stock—the milking, 
cleanliness of dairy utensils, and the manner 
in which milk is treated in the can and on its 
journey to tha factory. With such supervis- 
ion, and with rigid rules for the exclusion of 
faulty milk, we may hope to get an immediate 
and, permanent improvement in the flavor 
and quality of our dairy products, The pres- 
ent system of throwing this work upon 
the iactory manager, or requiring him to 
detect faulty milk as it is delivered at the 
factory, has becn proved to he untrustworthy. 
The manager has not the time nor opportun- 
ity, while receiving milk, to detec} every 
shade of ita character; he can only pronounce 
upon the worst cases, or when decomposition 
has proceeded so far as to indicate boyond 
question that the milk is rotten or unsound. 
Hoe cannot trace the causes, or tell all tho 
atages of incipient decomposition which spoils 
the milk in the vat, but which has not ad- 
vanced far enough at the time of delivery to 
warrant its rejection. Andiagain he cannot 
reject milk without engendering altercations 
and stirring up bad feeling —often causing the 
patron to withdraw his support and take his 
milk to another factory. ai the trouble oc- 
curs with several nfluential patrons having 
large herds, the maker will not go to extrem: 
ities and endanger his situation, but will 

refer to take tho milk os itis, and do tho 

ost he oan with it, and so his product goes 
into thé market as inferior, being classed as 

‘seconds’ or ‘thirds.’ The manager's talk 
and remontrauces may in # mo instancos 
cause a reformation, but in w Vaet number of 
cases it armounts to nothing, The inspector, 
on the other hand, is ontirely independent, or 
stands a8 an impartial judge between tho 
maker and the patron. He points out tho 
causes of faulty milk as ho finda them st the 
farm, and tho testa of samples at the factory 
confirm hia position, © suggests whore 
improvoments can be mado, and thue the 
patron becomes educated and all parties in- 
terested in his milk aro permanently bene- 
fitted, 

This plan has proved a great success whore- 
over adopted, It has raised second-class fac. 
tories into the firat rank, ond one season's 
wok of a thorough and competent inspector 
has beon Pe -eren rt rovolutionizing the whole 
system of milk production and delivery over 
the ontire district in Sef Tho systom 
wan carly adoped by the late Gail Bordon, 
who was the tirat to show how milk could be 
successfully condensed and put upon the mar- 
ket as a commercial product, pousessing all 
the elomante of sound, pure, and wholesome 
food, Near tho close ot his lifo, whon he had 
perfooted hin inventions and brought his cou- 
donsod milk to the highest standard of ox- 
collonoe, ho stated to tho writer that he nover 
could haye accompliahod this grand reault had 
ho not inaugurated a ayatom of milk inapec: 


ee ——_— 


tion at the farm = ** My inspector,” he raid 
* noted every circumatance ailecting the flavor 
aod soundness of milk on the farm—hoalth of 
the cows, their feod, water regularity in 
milking, cleantinoss of stable, and utensils, 
My patrons were instructed not to dog or 
over-heat cows io driving, not to beat or 
frighten them while milking—to separate ani. 
male in heat from the hord, and keop back all 
milk coming from inflamed or diseased udders, 
In fiae, he instructed my patrons in all the 
dotails for producing clean, sound, wholesome 
milk, aod by constantly testing sampler ot 
milk at thotactory and comparing with. the 
reports of my inspector, I was soon énabled 
to gol milk that gave me no troably ia con: 
densing, and which was satisfactory to. the 
most fastidious palate.” And he remarked 
that, »lthough he had selected his dairies from 
those who had’ been evgayed in supplying 
milk for city consumption, yot atill he found 
it necessary to educate acd reform thom io 
many of tho dotdils for produviny a perfectly 
sound, clean, sod good flavored rilk. 

There aro thousapda of factory mavagers 
all over the country who would be glad to 
co-operate in this movement Let the patron« 
thon of every eutablishment be called together 
and a mutual plan be inaugurated, by which 
every man’s farm aod herd shall be inspected 
from time to time,and every méans taken to 
insure the delivery of clean, sound,whblosome 
milk. We thon shall begin to see a marked 
improvement in our dairy products, and with 
Competent makors, freedom from filth and 
bad edors about the factories, our dairymen, 
may bid defiance to all spurious goods; be- 
cause genuine butter and cheese of supreme 
excellence will always find buyers and con: 
sumers who are willing to pay a fair price for 
thom in all the dairy markets of the world, —

Maintaining “Meadows. 


As 4 general thing, with land that is capa- 
ble of fa'r tillage, I wonld not leave any one 
seeding to lie more than two or three years 
before breakiog or tilling, so as to thoroughly 
overhaul the land, and then reseed it, giving 
it a change of crops and a change of RouAi Hon 
which well ageces with almost apy soil. But 
it is often the case, from one cause or another, 
that the farmér would Yea to let certain 
fields go to grass year after year if théir fer- 
tility and productiveness could’ be maintsin- 

. And it can be without any more ontlay 
for manure than we would think necessary to 
apply to the same land if wo are aiming to get 
from ita good crop of aflything elce. 
trouble generally is, we think the grass 
ground can run itself, and the result ja it 
itsélf cut usually bifore we really bestir ouy- 
selves to do anyihiby for it. But by applying 
manure judiciously t) grass easy it will be 
likely to show b-tter results than when used 
anywhere eles onthe farm, I should prefor 
to apply manure to any grass land in the fall, 
and at avy time duriog the winter, but if de- 
ferred until early sprig, use finer and better 
manure and more of it, and after spreading as 
evenly as possible drag once over it; then 
apply a light seeding cf grass seeds and dra 
once or twice more, which will probably give 
very satisfactory results the same year. But 
for the future treatment’ apply the manure io 
the fall and winter, never mindiog whether it 
be fine or coarse, only if it is lumpy cuff them 
out with an old fork, so as to get it even over 
the surface, and if even coarse and strong 
it will all settle t+ the ground, out of the way 
of mowing, and help wonderfully in keeping 
the ground moist and in favorable condition 
for the grass crop. It will be fourd most 
practical to apply this freatment on clayey an 
stubborn soils;— Henry ves in N.Y, Tribune,
